When the new apportionment was 
made the Sixteenth District was conceded to 
the Democracy, and was composed of ten 
counties which returned a Democratic plu- 
rality of 1,500 in 1880. Sach a majority 
would under ordinary circumstances be safe 
enough in that territory, but with a vigorous 
canvass by a strong Republican Judge Shaw 
would have ali he could do to pull through.

undoubtedly lose him many votes in some of 
the counties which have been benefited most 
largely by the construction of this highway 
of commerce, by which alone for many years 
the farmers of that region were able to secure 
a market for their products. For several 
months past Judge Shaw has been engaged 
in a controversy with the city authorities of 
Olmey, wiiere he resides, because he 
has persisted in violating the city 
ordinances by allowing his horses to run at 
large in tlie streets. Although repeatedly 
sued and fined for this offense, the character 
of the man is shown by the fact that he paid 
no attention whateyer to the city authorities, 
but appealed the cases to the higher courts 
and continued to turn his crowbaits loose to 
gain their living off the grass-plots of his 
neighbors. 

The Republicans ef the district will hold 
their Congressional Convention at Ulney, 
Aug. 2, and the situation is so encouraging 
that their action is awaited with general in- 
terest. Throughout the district it seems to 
be generally believed that if Judge Jacob 
Wilkin, of Clark County, can de per- 
snaded ta accept the nomination, his 
election would be reasonably’ certain. 
Judge Wilkin is exceedingly popular, and 
has already demonstrated his ability to capt- 
ure a large number of Democraticvotes. His 
superior fitnéss for the position of Congress- 
man is universally recognized, and his candi- 
dacy would render the contest in this dis- 
trict one of the most exciting and interesting 
in the State. His popularity with the people 
was demonstrated unmistakably several 
years ago, when he made a Congressional 
canvass in the face of a Democratic majority 
of 5,000, and succeeded in reducing it to 
about 900, But Judge Wilkin is now serving 
on the Circuit bench, and his term does not 
expire for-geveral years. “He would be mak- 
ing a great saerifice if he gave up his pres- 
ent congenial 7 8 to make this race, 
and it is oubtful if he can be 
induced to do so. There is another man in 
the district who is talked of as a suitable 
candidate who has also proved his ability to 
draw.a large popular vote. E. B. Green, of 
Mount Carmel, nade the race for Circuit 
Judge four years ago against Judge Halley, 
of Jasper, in.a distriet which had 7,000 Dem- 
ocratic majority, and came within 200 votes 
of being elected.

Among the others mentioned in con- 
nection with this nomination are Robert 
Bell, of Mount Carmel, Mr. Green’s 
law partner; Rufus Cope, an attorney 
at Flora, Clay County; Mr. Golden, 
of Clark County; and Ethelbert 
Callahan, of Crawford County.

FISTICUFFS. | 


Soctal Status of Early Eaglish Pugi- 
liste—Sketches of Some of e Hard- 
Hitters—The Marquis of a neberry 
—What May Be Seen in a Bowery Sa- 
loon.

Recent pugilistic events in New York have 
awakeped a temporary public interest in 
what its admirers claim to be the manly art 
of self-defense. In certain spots of Man- 
hattan Island the fisticuff mania has de- 
scended in a pretty severe form beyond all 
doubt. How long it will last will probably 
depend upon the pleasure of Messrs. Sulli- 
van and Tug” Wiison, as it cannot be rea- 
sonably expected to abate much until these 
heroes have tried to “knock each o out“ 
with bare fists instead of gloved 8. 
In the meanwhile it is just as well to re- 
member that there were strong men in the 
prize-ring many years before the Boston 
boy and his hard-headed English rival were 
permitted to adorn the earth with their 
presence. Early in the seventeenth century 
boxing in its present form, or very nearly its 
present form, became a national pastime in 
England. Hundreds of years before that 
when Friar Tucks, Robin Hoods, and Will 
Scarletts roamed through the land with 
quarterstaves, in search of doughty com- 
petitors, the common classes became accus- 
tomed to giving and taking good hard knocks, 
and when quarterstaves feil out of fashion 
boxing seems to have been brought prom- 
inently into use for the sole purpose of pre- 
Venting friendly hard knocks from go- 
ing out of fashion also. James Figg 
is the first British pugilist who ac- 
quired fame by his skill with his fists and 
cudgel play. Figg’s compatriots speak 
of bim in terms of the highest admiration, 
and “young bloods” among the gentry 

ge headquarters a place of daily 

feng Hogarth painted his por- 
trait, and Oapt. Godfrey hung around him 
with the devotion of a Boswell to his John- 
son. Godfrey wrote books about him, and 
the essayists of the day gavehim prominent 
mention In the Tatler, the Ghardian, and 
the m. The well-known expression 
of contempt, a fig for this” or “a fig for 
that,” sprung out of this pugilist’s fame, for 
his cartoons were hurled at the Gallic race 
with the motto attached, “A Figg for the 
French!” Figg's Academy, as it was called. 
was opened in Tottenham Court road in 1719, 
and there the nobility and gentry were ac- 
customed toexpend their admiration at the 
shrine of brute force and skill. 

Contrast one of Figg’s advertisements 
with some of those which at the present day 
announce a “set-to” in Madison Square 
Garden, and the contrast will mark a consid- 
erable difference in the times. After en- 
titling himself Master of ye noble science 
of defense on y right hand of Oxford road, 
near Adam and Eve court, teacher of gentle- 
men in ye use of y small back-sword and 
quarterstaff at home and abroad,” he invites 
all and sundry to attend his booth “for 
monye, a broken head, love, or a bellyful.“ 
Likewise, “ the booth is fitted up in the most 
commodious manner for the better reception 
ot ye gentiemen.” Figs fought many bat- 
ties. His most formidable antagonist was 
Sutton, the Pipemaker of Gravesend,” who 
fought him three time and was not fairly 
conquered until the third. This champion 
died in 1754, and the press of the day praised 
his great power in “stops and parries.” Ho- 
garth’s picture shows Figg as a large 
strong-featured man, with square jaws, an 
a head as bald (doubiless it was shaved) as 
a brook pebble or a Dutch cheese, 

The next great light in the British fistic 
arena was Bob Wittaker, whose time was 
about 1738. His greatest triumph was 
achieved over the “ Venitian Gondolier.”’ 
This Venetian had been brought over to 
England by an English nobleman, and was 
remarkable ſor his enormous strength and 
reach of arm. The nobleman boasted that 
his gondolier giant was invincible. A com- 

of “ bloods,” anxious to preserve the 
onor of their country, called a meeting in 
Slaughter’s coffee-house, and asked Figg if 
he couldn't find a man who would“ knock 
out” the big Venetian. Figg replied that he 
could do that vasily enough—* For his part 
he was afraid of no foreigner feliow.”

When the fight 
commenced the gondolier rushed at Wit- 
taker as if he intended to demolish him with 
one blow. ittaker was knocked clean off 
the platform ard down a considerable dis- 
tance to the floor beneath, much to the as- 
tonishment of the pu list and spectators, 
but to theintense delight of the noble Lord 
who had hired the Venetian. Wittaker 
scrambled upon the platform again. He saw 
that his only chance with his long-armed 
foeman was to get to close quarters, so he 
“sailed in” with a vigor which astonished 
the giant. A spectator says: Wittaker, 
with one English peg in the stomach, quite a 
new th to foreigners, brought him [the 
Venetian} to his breech.” A few more 
rounds knocked the giant out of wind and 
time, and the Venetian’s backer threw up 
the spon 

Tom Pipes and George Gretting were 
prominent pugilists between 1724 and 1734, 
and between 1734 and 1758 George Taylor (by 
no means the colored lightweight of that 
name now in New York) had champion 
honors pretty much his own way, although 
he had one severe tussie with Prince Bos- 
well,” a y of magnificent physique but 
defective stamina. Butbyfar the most fa- 
mous pugilist at this period was Jack 
Broughton, who enjoyed as great a reputa- 
tion as Figg did in his time.

@ co uence was the arrangement of a 
series of prize-fights which have since be- 
come famous in the annals of pugilism. The 
fashion for sprigs Of the English nobilit 
and gentry to hob-nob with prize-fighters di 
not die speedily. It has not died yet if all 
reports be true to the effect that the heir to 
the throne of England has been seen, cheroot 
in mouth, in the course of his quiet midnight 
adventures, enjoying bouts tween pro- 
fessional boxers in rooms well known to the 
London sporting fraternity. Lord Byron 
when he was aman about town, knewa 
deal about prize-fighters, and his Lordship 
protieient with the 
himself. The professional 
pugilism is a privileged 
character. He is put on akind of foo 
of familiarity with his pupil the moment he 
cuffs his ears or hits him on the nose. His 
approbation is, received with gratitude, and 
his displeasure is a calamity to the aspirant 
for pugilistic skill. Even when he tells an 
out-and-out blue blooder. What a pity ye’ve 
been born a gentleman, for you might ’ave 
made a werry honest livelihood in the ring,” 
the dubious compliment is received with sueh 
feelings of pride as a young Lieutenant 
might have who has been spoken kindly to 
by his commanding officer. Like horse-racing 
and a certain kind of connection with the 
stage, pugilism is a great leveler ef social 
distinctions. Some gentlemen who would 
scorn to be seen with a respectable bricklayer 
would think themselves famous if they were 
seen in the company of a notoriously suc- 
cessful pugilist. 

This patronage of pugiiism by all classes 
past and present has had certainly the effect 
of developing a great amount of reliance 
upon physical resources. Once upon a ti 
the unshaven, vulgar louts, who cared noth- 
ing about getting into a row, imagined that 
well-dressed people were afraid of them. 
The chances nowadays are that if a rough 
were to insult a gentleman he would find 
himself confronted with more skill and pluck 
than his own. Many a Corinthian who is 
accustomed to kid gloves knows all about 
boxing-gloves, and would be just as ee 
bring the one into play as the other. The 
traditions about boxing are innumerable, but 
there is one story current in sporting circles 
which illustrates this very point. A slim 
dandy, with tight-fitting gloves, silk hat, 

old eyeglasses, etc., was passing along a 

ndon thoroughfare, when his fancy little 
terrier ran into a butcher’s shop and speedily 
came out again yelling and limping. The 
dandy walked into the shop and politely 
asked the butcher if he had kicked the dog. 
na 4 and if yer don’t git out o’ here 
blamed soon hi’ll kick you too.“ In a twink- 
ling the dandy had doubled up his fists and 
the butcher was on his back. The crowd 
hooted at the swell, expect the butcher to 
kill him outright; but the big butcher had 
no skill, while the ntleman had both 
science and wire.“ Down went the butcher 
again andagain. At length he apologized. 
Then the crowd, which is always pliable in 
its sympathies, cheered the swell, who walked 
off with his little dawg as if noth had 
happened, The swell was a young Irish x 
belonging to an Irish family. Prof. Wilson 
the jovial, robust, wholesouled author of 
the Noctes Ambrosiane,“ was a powerful 
athlete nearly all his life. As a stadent at 
Oxford, he performed prodigies in jumping, 
running, walking, and bo ; in later years, 
wheu he had become the holder of a position 
of mathematically severe respectability as a 
Professor in Edinburg University, he aston- 
ishea his celebrated “‘cronies” not only by 
his convivial 1 but also by his prodig- 
jous capabilities as a tourist, whether among 
the lakes and hills in Wordsworth’s country 
or fishing on the banks of the black Tiil 
or the brighter Tweed. “Christopher 
North” had several battles with fisticuffs 
during his university career. His daughter, 
in her recollections of the leonine Professor, 
narrates a fight which took place between 
him and a bargee. The bargee was a big, 
powerful, coarse fellow, the terror of h 
comrades on the tow-path, and a man who 
Was always ready to bully a person bet- 
ter dressed than himself. His turbulent 
fate drove him against Wilson, The fight 
they had was terrific, for the bar had 
plenty of brute strength and pugnacity.+ But 
finally the student won. The bargee was 
carried insénsible off the field, and Wilson 
put on his jacket and went about his busi- 
ness whistling. That bargee and all his bar- 
gee acquaintances entertained a lasting re- 
spect for Wilson, and got rid to some extent 
of the delusion that a well-dressed gentle- 
man cannot fight just as well as an ill-dressed 
blackguard, The Marquis of Queensberry, 
who is now\accepted ‘as an authority upon 
all glove fights, was a grand pugilist in 
his heyday. The stories are 
told by eld “sports” about his prowess 
are innumerable. He went about seeki 
adventures as zealously as the so-calle 
“good Haroun al Raschid,“ and the tougher 
the adventure the more gusto he had in en- 
countering it. He was a kind of Guy of 
Warwick with his fists. The story about his 
driving a four-in-hand drag full of ladies and 
r is well known. A brewer’s dray 
locked the way. The brewer, a powerful, 
surly fellow, refused to move out of the way 
to allow the drag to pass. The Marquis 
handed over the ribbons and whip to a com- 


panion, took off his coat, leaped down from 


the box-seat, “sailed in” at the drayman, 
thrashed him in two or three rounds, com- 
pelled the man to move away the dray, then 
jumped back on to the drag, put on his coat, 
apologized to the ladies for the trifling inter- 
ruption, and dipve away, while the drayman, 
Wiping his enSanguined nose, looked after 
the party and muttered, “‘ Blowed, but that 
must be either the Markiss or the Devil.” 


Although the experiment requires some 
moral courage, yet to those wie are inter- 
ested in the great events of past pugilism 
nothing could be more instructive than a 
walk through the peculiar picture galleries 
belonging to Owney Geoghegan in the Bow- 
ery or Mr. Harry Hilt in his establishment 
off Broadway.

THE PERIPATETIC BARBER. 


Me Who Will Shave and Brush You at 
Home—How He Is Catting Up the 
Trade of the Barber with a Shop—A 
Cheap Substitute for a Valet.

A Times reporter lay back in anexceedingly 
comfortable shaving chair in the most gor- 
geous of barber shops yesterday listening to 
the instructive and entertaining conversa- 
tion of the artist in charge. He had gone in 
vain (the artist had) through the usual cata- 
log of hair tonics, perfumery, and patent 
hair brushes, had suggested the sea-foam 
shampoo with no better success, had com- 
pletely exhausted the hot weather, and had 
almost made his victim unconscious of his 
misery by putting him in a light doze, when 
he unexpectedly hit upon a more interesting 
subject of conversation. 

That's what takes the cream of the 
profits off of this business,” said he, drop- 
ping his former professional tone, and talk- 
ing as if he really meant to say something. 

What is that?“ the reporter asked him, 
supposing he had broken a bottle of bay rum 
or struck the edge of his razor against the 
marble shelf. | 

“Do you-see that young fellow with the 
satchel ?” continued the barber, pointing out 
to the corridor. “He used to be oneof our 
men. He's what we call a rat—a striker, He 
carries on business for himself now with trade 
he stole out of this shop. He's the fourth or 
fifth man we've had who's done the same 
thing, and they’ve taken away some of our 
best steady customers. I'll tell you how they 
work it. Whena barber has been in a shop 
a long time the has bis regular men, who 
would rather sitand wait an hour than let 
any other man shave them. It’s just like a 
dentist or a doctor; when you get used to one 
you don’t want tochange. Well, this barber 
has his regular customers, and he takes great 
pains with them. He keeps his sharpest 
razors and his best brushes expressly for 
them, and they soon learn to tnink 
there's no such barber in the world 
as George, or Cliffrlie, or whatever his name 
happens to be. By and by, when he getsa 
good lot of these customers mashed on him, 
the barber works his plan. He soon learns 
their names, and finds out where their offices 
are, and some day he gets a holiday and goes 
and visits fifteen or twenty of them. He tells 
them he is just about to leave the shop be- 
cause Mr. So-and-So and two or three others 
have en him to visit their houses and 
shave them every morning, and he still has 
time to take care of one or two more gen- 
tlemen. He would like to add this partieu- 
lar gentleman to the list, visit his house 
every morning, and keep his hair and beard 
in order, and the entire expense will be only 
$2a week, which, the gentleman well knows, 
is no more than his weekly bill at the barber- 
shop. There is something high-toned about 
being visited by your own private barber 
every morning, and the gentleman generally 
rather likes it. While he is thinking it over 
the barber rings in a little side talk about not 
being able to support his family on his pres- 
ent iow salary, and being compelied to do 
something for himself. He pulls out his 
notebook and says he thinks@he can arran 
for any hour in the morning that would 
most convenient for the gentleman. If 
he is a good barber and has man 
to make his customers like him, it is 
ten chances to one that he picks off a dozen 
of. the shop’s best patrons, and makes a good 
living out of them. He can’t well take more 
than a dozen, because the hours have to be 
made to suit. Most people, of course, want 
to be shaved in themorning. But hereis Mr, 
Smith, a wholesale grocer, who goes dowh- 
town very early. e wants to be shaved at 6 
o’clock. Somebody else doesn’t care to be 
shaved before 7. Eight o’clock is early 
enough fot another gentleman. And so he 
makes every half hour tell up to, say, 10 
o’clock. He may be fortunate enough to 
strike two or three gentlemen of leisure, who 
are satistied with any hour beforenoon. Then 
he finds, perhaps, two or three who prefer to 
have their hair dressed early in the evening, 
and in this way he fills up the day pretty we 
and can easily take care of a dozen. 
awhile he finds that $2 a week doesn’t quite 
pay him, and raises some of his richer cus- 
tomers to $2.50 or.88 a week. The customer 
never knows how many other gentlemen the 
barber is taking care of, so each one feels as 
if he hada valet of his own. It is a great 
scheme for a smart barber, but it takes away 
a creat deal of our business.“ 

„ Thers are ali sorts of these visiting bar- 
bers,” the artist went on. “Some of them 
will visit you every morning and take care of 

our hair and beard as low as $l a week, 
rom this they range through all prices, up 
as h as $5 a week. A real bright young 
barbef can just as well get 35a w as $2. 

Such aman is just as good asa valet to a 
ntleman. He is not with him more than 
alt an hour in the morning, but in that time 

he arranges his bath, shaves him, dresses his 

hair, puts his clothes in order, and takes the

And it doesn't much matter 
whether a man works too much with his 
hands or his head. Overwork makes a man 
weak, and weakness makes the hair fall out. 
In a man under 55, when the hair falls ou 
the sheath and germ remain in the scalp, 
the haircan generally be induced to grow 

in. Sometimes, when there is not a si 
of the sheath left, a new crop of hair can 
brought out. The condition of skin, too, 
has something to do with the h ail out.

PENDING VETO OF THE RIVER AND 
BILL. 


HARBOR 

President Arthur has probably resolved to 
veto the River and Harber bill outright or 
to recommend important modifications of it. 
| The report that he. will ask Congress to au- 
thorize him to expend one-half of the amount 
appropriated is not trustworthy. It would 
be inadvisable for him to adopt that course. 
His constitutional function is to sign the bill 
or veto it. President Grant In 1876 did in- 
deed notify the House that, though he 
deemed it wise to sign the bill of that year, 
he would “under no circumstances allow 
expenditures on works notclearly National.“ 
He spent but half the appropriation, and 
there was no River and Harbor bill in 1877. 
But his action was severely criticised, and 
when Senator Matthews offered an amend- 
ment to the bill of 1879, authorizing the Sec- 
retary of War “to omit to make any of the 
expenditnres provided for in this act during 
the fiscal year named herein,” the Senate re- 
jected it by a decisive vote. The vote was 
accepted as an indication of-the will of Con- 
gress by President Hayes, and all the money 
voted for river and harbor improvements 
during his term was expended. 

The better course for President Arthur is 
the bold one. He should veto the bill abso- 
lutely and throw upon Congress the respon- 
sibility of its failure, The proposition for a 
horizontal reduction of 50 per cent in all the 
items is not wise. It isacompromise which 
gives away the principle for which Gen. 
Grant contended—4., e. that works not plainly 
National in their character do not deserve 
any appropriations, With what justice can 
appropriations for New York and Chicago 
harbors be cut down one-half, and the allow- 
ances for the Great Pedee River, South 
Carolina, and Duck Creek, Tennessee, be re- 
duced only in the same proportion? 

There are reasons for believing that the 
President WI take very high ground in re- 
spect to this bill, He has not only the exam- 
ple of President Grant to inspire him, but ne 
has the urgent advice of ex-Senator Conk- 
ling to confirm him in his resolution. The 
New York influence for a long time has been 
opposed to these annual river and harbor 
steals. Almost the entire New York delega- 
tion voted against this bill on its final pas- 
sage. As long ago as March 1, 1879, Mr. 
Conkling said in speaking of the River and 
Harbor bill of that year:

Aside from Mr. Conkling’s offensive and 
unfounded boast that the State of New York 
pays one-third ot the National income, there 
was much force in his argument on this oc- 
casion. He supported it, moreover, with his 
negative vote on the final passage of the bill, 
as did also seventeen other Senators, Messrs, 
Blaine and Teller, the present Secretary of 
the Interior, among the number. 

The situation in which the River and Har- 
bor bill is now placed emphasizes the need 
of an amendment to the National Constitu- 
tion, such as Tux Tamer has often advo- 
cated, authorizing the President to veto any 
item of an appropriation bill. We observe 
that Mr. Flower has introduced an amend- 
ment to this effect in the House of. Repre- 
sentatives. If there were such a provision 
in the National Constitution neither the River 
and Harbor bill nor any other log-rolling 
measure would necessarily cause the Presi- 
dent a moment’s embarrassment. He 
could strike out all the items that 
seemed to him objectionable and ap- 
prove the rest, It would also be in 
his power to vetd riders put on an appropria- 
tion bill without endangering the whole 
measure or cutting off supplies needed for 
the support of the Government. The in- 
solent effort of the Democrats to remodel the 
election laws in an appropriation bill, which 
caused an extra session of Congress, could 
never have been seriously entered upon if 
the President had possessed a discretionary 
veto. Such a provision is to be found in 
many of the State Constitutions. It is a part 
of the charter of the City of Chicago. 
Wherever it has been tried d has worked ad- 
mirably in practice. No people that has once 
adopted it has ever afterwards been willing 
to surrender it, If it should be incorporated 
in the National Constitution it would un- 
doubtedly prove to be one of the most valu-

The President is often compelled to make a 
choice of evils between signing and vetoing 
a bill. Even in the present instance he must 
risk the delay of works of National impor- 
tanee because he cannot authorize the waste 
of millions of the public money in trout 
streams and in the reclamation of private 
lands. Tests of this kind should not be im- 
posed upon the President. He ought to be a 
free and intelligent agent, and never be 
bound to sanction what his judgment and

HUBBELL’S ATTACK UPON FERRY. 

Mr. Jay A. Hubbell has assumed responsi- 
bility for the so-called “autobiography” ot 
Senator Ferry which has been published in 
Washington for circulation in Michigan. 
The scurrility of the attack made it unworthy 
of respectable parentage. We did not be- 
lieve that Mr. Hubbell had authorized it, and 
have been looking fora prompt and unequiv- 
ocal disclaimer from him since it first saw 
the light. But in place of a disclaimer there 
‘has come his cheerful avowal of previous 
knowledge ofthe publication. He says that 
„The editor of a soldiers’ paper came to me 
with the proof-sheets of this autobiography 
and asked me if I wanted it published. 1 
looked it over, and, while there were 
some things in it to which I objected, I re- 
plied in the affirmative.” It Is a fair infer- 
enee from this statement that Mr. Hubbell 
not only wanted to have a coarse attack on 
Senator Ferry printed and circulated, but 
that he was willing to pay for haying it done. 
Articles of this nature are not usually put in 
type and sent through the mails without spe- 
cial pay. Mr. Hubbell has confessed that he 
had a motive which he regarded as suflicient 
for wishing Senator Ferry to be assailed, and 
that he encouraged this particniar assailant. 
He is now morally as responsible for the 
article as if he had penned every word of it 
and mailed each copy of “the soldiers’ pa- 
per” with his own hands. 

It will be strange if this speciés of Modoc 
warfare shall meet with encouragement in 
Michigan. Mr. Hubbell's connection with 
the affair does not tend to give the public a 
higher notion of his fitness for Senatorial 
duties. Something is due to the dignity of 
the Senate, and one who is eapable of attack- 
ing an honored representative of his own 
State in so gross and indecent a manner cer- 
tainly has not established his own preémi- 
nent claims to high office, It does not ex- 
cuse Mr. Hubbell to say, as he dogs, that 
Senator Ferry attacked him first and in the 
same manner. Nothing could justify him in 
consenting to the use of such weapons. A 
duelin billingsgate between two candidates 
for the United States Senate can never be 
an edifying spectacle. No honor is to 
be gained from such a combat. Who- 
ever should come out of it victorious 
would be the more disgraced. We do 
not know what the nature ot Senator Ferry’s 
attack on Mr. Hubbell was, or whether he 
made or authorized any. But we feel sure it 
could not have been in its nature so low and 
contemptible as the autobiography for which 
Mr. Hubbell airily assumes the chief respon- 
sibility. A single extraet from the article, 
of which 30,000 copies were sent into Michi- 
gan by Hubbell, will justify the severest cen- 
sure that has been passed upon it by Senator 
Ferry’s friends:

Democracy sympathizes with the Mormons 
in this struggle for polygamy as it did witn 
the South in its struggle for slavery—the 
other of the twin relics. The Mormons have 
already commenced a business boycotting 
against the Gentiles of Utah, and have car- 
ried it so far as to seek to intimidate East- 
ern merchants with the loss of their trade un- 
less they help to mold public opinion in their 
favor. In the elections next fall for Terri- 
torial officers, such as are pot appointed by 
the President, they will make every effort to 
return polygamists, and will probably suc- 
ceed, as they are in the majority and have 
the help ot the women, who vote as ordered 
by the lords of the harems. They will make 
the proofs of polygamy as difficult as possi- 
ble, as they have in the past, and will so reg- 
ulate the management of their households 
and the surroundings of their sealings” as 
to make legal proofs well-nigh unobtainable. 
They will avail themselves of every techni- 
cality of the laws of the country and use every 
advantage theyown to escape. They pro- 
pose to worry and annoy the Commissioners 
in the performance of their duties by making 
cases and carrying them to the Su- 
preme Court to test the constitutio opality 
of the Edmunds law. That law imposes fine 
or imprisonment or both upon any person 
found guilty of cohabiting with more than 
one woman, and makes every such person 
ineligible for election or appointment to any 
oflice under the Territorial or United States 
Governments. While the Edmunds bill dif- 
fers in detail from the general law passed 
several years ago, the spirit of the two is the 
same, and the Supreme Court has alneady 
pronounced the former constitutional upon a 
test case, sv that there is no question as to the 
constitutionality of the latter, There is no 
doubt that the Mormons are aware of this, 
but as they have succeeded in evading the 
former by litigations, delays, and their secret 
methods of making proof difficult to obtain, 
they probably fancy they gan repeat the ex- 
perience and that they can bring such influ- 
ences to bear upon the Commissioners as will 
make them liberal in their rulings. Even 
Delegate Cannon says:

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This is a sufficient warning to the Commis- 
sioners that they are not to have an easy 
task in their efforts to suppress polygamy, 


but all the same the people of this country- 
will expect them to enter upon their duties 


promptly and resolutely and exhaust every 
effort to suppress this infamous institution of 
polygamy, and they will also expect that the 
Commissioners will be sustained by all the 
power of the National Government in their 
struggle with it, for struggle it will be, long, 
bitter, and stubborn. This time it must 
be a struggle for victory. The people 
are not in a temper to endure patiently any 
half-way measures, If polygamy cannot be 
suppressed then let it be acknowledged and 
quit any further legislation about or opposi- 
tion to it, but the defeat must not be ac 
knowledged until the civil and military 
power of the Government is exhausted, The 
country did not hesitate to meet slavery 

upon the battlefield, and it will not, if neces; 
sary, hesitate to put down polygamy also by 
force of arms. The Government has said 
that polygamy shali not be practiced in Utah. 
The Supreme Court has decided that it has 
the clear right to say so. It is time now to 
decide this question, and also whether the 
laws of the country are to be obeyed. The 


time for half-way measures has passed. The 
Commissioners must have no dallyine with 


the evil, but attack it at once. If itis stronger 
than the law, then confess it and annul the 
law as useless and impotent.

.“‘NAVY-YARD STATESMEN.” 

Senator Hale, of Maine, in discussing the 
Dili now pending in the Senate, which com- 
bines two purposes, making appropriations 
for the supplies of the navy and the reor- 
ganization of the naval force, has very ably 
supported the reforms proposéd by the bill 
as it passed the House. All the reforms in 
the navy are fiercely oppused in the Senate. 
The navy is the pet service of the United 
States. There are about 100 officers in the 
service to one that is needed, and, in fact, it 
is a navy without ships or sailors, but com- 
posed mainly of navy-yards and officers, 
The service at the navy-yards has been to re- 
pair vessels at a cost exceeding that of their 
original construction, to have very few ves- 
sels in actual condition for sea service, and 
to have a corps of officers equal to that of a 
navy of the largest class. The House of 
Representatives at this session has voted in 
the appropriation bill to discontinue and 
close Out several of these navy-yards. The 
House also yoted to reorganize the navy by 
reducing the number of its high-priced 
officers. During the debate on Thursday 
Senator Hale is thus reported: 

After calling attention to the reduction con- 
templated by me bili in the expenditures for 
the navy-yards of the country, Mr. Hale said 
that when it was p d to strike this out, iu 
the interest Of economy, every navy-yard states- 
man in the Senate was instantly seized with a 
spasm of interest in the navy and felt it to be 
his duty to picture the glories of our past — 
history. He would say the American — need 
ed to be delivered from friends who would per- 

tuate its abuses. ‘The bill had come from the 
jouse, which more directly represented the 
people, and the Senators could not afford to 
strangie it. 

The term navy-yard statesmen ” is not an 
unmeauing one. The navy-yards have been 
for a number of years kept up as great 
abuses—as sources of patronage to various 
statesmen. In California, Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts, New Jersey, New 
York, Pennsylvania, and elsewhere, they 
have been maintained as asylums for de- 
crepit voters, to be recuperated in time for 
voting at elections. Each navy-yard was 
computed to de good enough for at least two 
members of Congress, and even for a Govy- 
ernor, and for a sufliciency of members to 
secure a majority in a State Legislature and 
a Senator of the United States. Employment 
at these navy-yards has been a matter of po- 
litical patronage, and every person employed 
has been alivays Included in the political as- 
sessment rolls. The abolition of these navy- 
yards, by ridding the Government of these 
pests upon the Treasury, very naturally has 
excited the opposition of these men, 80 ap- 
propriately designated by Mr. Hale as 
” navy-yard statesmen.”’ 
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INDIAN SOVEREIGNS. 

The question of what constitutes national 
sovereignty has been a source of political 
discussion in this country for several genera- 
tions. Twenty years ago it was openly pro- 
claimed that there was uo American nation- 
ality, and consequently no National sover- 
eignty. It was insisted that the American 
people were separated in their political iden- 
tity, and Were unities only as located in 
States. These States, however, it was said, 
had for certain general purposes, sueh as 
dealings with foreign nations, a central 
agency, represented by what is styled the 
Government of the United States, but this 
central agency, having no authority of its 
own, existed by the permission of the several 
States whom it represented, and upon the 
withdrawal] of any State of its authority, or 
agency, the agent itself ceased to exist. To 
maintain that denial of any National sover- 
eignty on the part of the people or Govern- 
ment of the United States there was a four 
years’ war between those who held that 
there was 4 National Union,* aaving all the 
powers and rights of any other national sov- 
ereignty. and those who insisted that the 
United States were merely a partnership of 
independent States doing business through 
an agency for temporary purposes. The 


War, at a great sacrifice of life and money 


and the cost of great National distress and 
disturbance, was finally ended by the recog- 
nition of the Union as a National political 
organization and the Government of the 
United States ag a Government exercising 
National sovereignty. 

The dis¢ussions preceding, during, and 
following the War illustrated the perils and 
future troubles which follow the careless, 
inconsistent, and thoaghtless use of terms. 
“Independent,” used during the early his- 
tory of the Union, as a term applicable to 
the several States, and the term “sovereign ” 
as applied to the same members of the Na- 
tional Union grew into new and strange 
uses, and having according as they were 
used very different meanings and significa- 
tions, led to the foundation of parties whose 
theories of our Government rested upon 
these varied and inconsistent meanings of 
these terms. These parties grew in vehe- 
mence as time progressed, and at last, as we 
have said. men met in armies to contend by 
force whether “a sovereign State” was 
“sovereigh” in one sense or was sovereign 
in a very different or jimited sense. 

Just now a new case of “sovereignty” 
arising from what was originally an act of 
earelesness in the use of terms is about to re- 
ceive a National adjudication to correct a 
policy which is nearly as old as the Govern- 
ment. ! 

There is a bill now pending betete Con- 
gress, and reported for favorable action, 
gtanting to the St. Louis & San Francisco 
Railway Company the right of way across 
the lands hitherto ceded by treaty to the 
Choctaw and Chickasaw nations of Indians 
in the Indian Territory. In the early history 
of the United States the policy was adopted 
of treating with each tribe of Indians as a 
foreign and independent nation or sovereign 
ty, Whose intercourse could only be carried 
on by treaty, and as the United States had 
recoguigeil all these Indian tribes as sov- 
-ereigns capable of being dealt with only by 
the exerelse of the sovereign power of treaty, 
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ir officers, have denied the right of the 
United States to exercise the power of emi- 
nent domain upon the lands and within 
the territory secured to ‘those 
by the solemn treaty stipulations of the 
United States, negotiated and ratified in the 
most formal manner by both sovereign 
powers, Here is a case, therefore, of a for- 
mal recognition of the national sovereign- 
ty ” of these two tribes of Indians, A recogni- 
tion by solemn treaties extending back sixty 
and more yeara, and never questioned or dis- 
puted till now. Formally and in terms the 
recognition of the “national sovereignty ” of 
the Choctaws and Chickasaws by these treaties 
is as solemn and as imposing as is the recog- 
nition of the “ national sovereignty.” of Mex- 
ico, Brazil, Peru, or gny other national Gov- 
ernment recognized by the United States 
during the last century.. The illusion, or 


sham, or mockery of national sovereignty” 


on the part of all these Indian tribes has 
been kept up with all becoming gravity dur- 
ing all these years, and many have been the 
appeals to the justice of the American peo- 
ple to maintain their plighted faith and sol- 
emn treaties with these nations so often ree 
ognized as entitled to sovereign considera- 
tion. Now, however, the two Houses ot Con- 
gress have abandoned the mockery and have 


voted the right of way across these Indian 


lands without the slightest respect for the 


rights due to the national sovereignty of our 


own proclamation and recognition. 

We are not finding fault with the action of 
Congress in this matter. It has been unfort- 
unate, we think, that the old policy of treat- 
ing with the Indians as independent nations 
capable of being, dealt with only by treaty 
and as national sovereigns was ever adopted 
in the beginning, and we think it should have 
been abandoned long ago. In course of time, 
however, this question of “ sovereign power“ 
will get settled and this theory of a dozen or 


forty “ national sovereigns ”’ doing business 


at one time in this country will be finally 
closed up with the emphatic declaration that 
there is but one nationality in this country 
and that that is the United States of America, 


ARABI’S RELIGIOUS INCLINATIONS. 

The foggign dispatches announce that Arabi 
Bey has Offered to make peace, and to lay 
down his arms if he can retire unmolested to 
a Mussulman monastery in Syria, retaining, 
however, his rank and pay as a Colonel. This 
proposition has a flavor of the year 500 A. D, 
about it which makes it interesting. There 
are a host of Christian precedents which 
could be quoted in favor of accepting peace 
on the terms he offers. There is a long list 
of Kings, Dukés, and Princes of the church 
who laid down their honors more or les$ un- 
willingly, and spent the remainder of an in- 
glorious existence in the seclusion of a relig- 
ious house. The original way of disposing 
of adethroned potentate was to relieve him 
of his head, but the amenities of advancing 
civilizauon introduced compulsory retire- 
ment to the bosom of the church, it being 
charitably supposed that a man who was un- 


‘fit to manage the affairs of this world might 


make something out of those of the next. 
Thus the last of the Merovingian Kings 
was kindly offered the choice of a 
religious life or no life at all, and 
wisely chose the first alternative. In some 
cases, for the purpose of making sure that 
there should be an absence of temptation to 
meddle with earthly affairs, the eyes of the 
new monk were put out. But this was only 
resorted to in extreme instances, where. it 
was feared that otherwise the renunciation 
of the world, the flesh, and the devil would 
not be permanent. 

In Arabi’s case, the intimation that he 
would like to retain his rank and pay has a 
suspicious look, as if he were not altogether 
weaned from the things of this earth, but 
still had hankerings after the flesh-pots of 
Egypt. The Khedive will 
upon the offer to retire to Syria with dis- 
favor, thinking that Arabi will be safer if he 
does his praying, fasting, and other religious 
exercises immediately under his sovereign’s 
nose, where any signs of relapse could be 
checked by those prompt methods in the use 
of which the Oriental is, an expert. Indeed 
the whole performance lrresistibly reminds 
one of the familiar lines,

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TEETOTAL COERCIONISTS AMONG THE 
DEMOCRATS. 

The Staats-Zeitung has at last discovered 
that there are “temperance muckers ” ainong 
the Democrats. It is not satisfied with the 
resolutions of the Missouri Democrats on the 
prohibition question. There is, ingleed, a 
suspicious sameness in all the Democratic 
resolutions recently adopted on this subject. 
The Missouri Democrats are in favor of the 
fargest personal liberty consistent with the 
public welfare.” The Ohio Democrats 
“ steadfastiy adhere to the doctrine of the 
largest liberty consistent with the public 
welfare.’”’ These resolutions are almost iden- 
tical in terms. They are equally ambiguous 
and meaningless. There is no party in the 
United States that could not cordially sub- 
scribe to them. The Kansas Republicans, as 
the Missouri Democrats, are in favor of the 
largest personal liberty consistent with the 
public welfare.” The Iowa Republicans, 
like the Ohio Democrats, “steadfastly ad- 
here to the doctrine of the largest personal 
liberty consistent with the public welfare.“ 

Everything depends upon the definition of 
that most elastic phrase, “the public wel- 
fare.” Men’s ideas of the public welfare 
and the best way to promote it differ widely. 
In Maine, Vermont, Kansas, and Iowa a 
majority of the voters believe that “ the 
largest personal liberty consistent with thé 
public welfare“ will not authorize the man- 
ufacture or sale of intoxicating liquors, In 
the City of Chicago a majority of those who 
voted at the municipal election of 1881 were 
understood as signifying their desire that 
liguor should be sold all day and night, 
during the week and on Sundays, in concert- 
dives and brothels, wherever and whenever 
the consumer should call for it. The notion 
of the “ public welfare“ which animated 
and controlled voters at that memorabfe 
election was evidently different from that 
which prevails in lowa and Kansas. 

The resolutions of the Ohio and Missouri 
Democrats are not two-faced and double- 
headed by accident. They are intentionally 
so. In both States there are considerable 
numbers of Democrats who believe in coer- 
cive teetotalism. We printed the other day a 
letter from the President of the Missouri Pro- 
hibition Alliance, who averred that he was a 
life-long Democrat, and that a majority of his 
supporters in that State were Democrats, 
The Prohibition party in North Carolina, it 
is well known, is composed of Democrats. 
Even in Illinois there is strong. reason fox 
believing that the Democrats will not be sold 
out to the Saloonkeepers’ Association merely 
to gratify the personal ambition of Carter 
Harrison.

HOT WEATHER AND THE CHILDREN. 

The effect of the recent hot spell on the 
lives of children is painfully shown by the 
death returns. During last week there were 
133 deaths of ehildren under 1 year of age, an 
average of about nineteen a day. Tue Turm- 
UNE of Friday pritited the names of thirty- 
three for whom certificates of burial were 
taken out Thursday, indicating an advance 
of nearly 70 per cent in the mortality. The 
number of deaths reported yesterday in this 
city of persons under 5 years of age was 
twenty-nine. This isa bad showing, but it 
shrinks into insignificance when compared 
with the figures in New, York, The total 
number of deaths there Wednesday was 182, 
and 118 of the decedents were under 5 
years of age. The population of New 
York, according to the last census, is 
about two and a half times that of 
Chicago. Its death-rate is four times as 
great. This is only another indication of the 
superior healthfulness of this city, and it is 
no wonder that men and women fly from New 
York, if they can, when the summer heats 
come on, while the residents of this city find 
it the coolest and most comfortable place in 
which to spend the, warm days, 

Notwithstanding all this, however, the 
death-rate in Chicago is too large. While it 
is evident that mucn of the mortality of chil- 
dren is due to lack of care, to ignorance in 
feeding, and to sheer neglect, yet it is equally | 
plain that very much of it is due to filth, the | 
causes of which can and should be removed 
by the city authorities. More thorough 
drainage, more thorough sanitary inspection, 
and a more thorough,enforcement of sani- 
tary regulations would greatly diminish the 
infantile mortality. Now that the fear of 
small-pox is measurably over, it might be well 
for Dr. De Wolf to put all his force at work 
in the poorer quarters of the city—the Sixth, 
Seventh, Eighth, and Fourteenth Wards—and 
see if something cannot be done to put a stop 
to this frightful waste of child-life, 
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NEW Lon Times: Perhaps the greatest 
contrast in English society as compared with 
American is, that in the former a woman's im- 
portance grows with years, whereas in the lat - 
ter it declines. At a large English country 
house some difficulty arose as to making room 
for all the guests expected at dinner. “ Why, 
let those girls [indicating two pretty young 
ladies] take their dinner at luncheon-time,” 
said an old Peeress, “and come down to the 
drawing-room in the evening. We don’t want 
young girls at dinner; we want good talkers.” 
This old lady was a famous London dinner-giver, 
and loved “a feast of reason and flow of soul.” 
Lady Salisbury, who stands at the head of the 
great society leaders in London today, is 57; Lady 
Derby about the same age; and many others 
conspicuous as agreeable’ entertainers at the 
same period of life could be cited. But bere, 
even now, ladies of such an age seem to deem 
themselves shelved. It is a great pity. A woman 
of 50 has knowledge and experience which, if 
she be naturally intelligent, can scarcely fail to 
make her society congenial to men of sense, 
whether they are young or old. It is often re- 
marked by clever young fellows that their pleas- 
antest hours at London balls are spent rather ia 
talking to agreeable mothers than in dancing 
with their daughters. Nothing could improve 
society here more thana determination on the 
part of iadies of mature age to keep well to the

Rey Company was unpopular because it bull- 
dozed voters, and the slaves won their suit, re- 
covering $100,000 for work during the time after 
their slavery should have ended according to 
contract.

The procession was headed by 
a crier, who announced that the condemned 
had been convicted of murdering Europeans. 
He was shot outside the gates, in the pres- 
ence of British delegates. 

Five hundred Arabs, 100 unarmed Euro- 
peans, and fifty native armed police were 
present. Prior to the execution a sheikh 
employed by the authorities exhorted the 
people to have no fear. After the prisoner 
had been shot a native tried to incite the 
crowd to violence, saying there was now 
an opportunity of cutting the throats of the 
Europeans. He was promptly seized.

THE PLUNDERED VICTIMS AND MOURNERS 
AT ALEXANDRIA VERY INDIGNANT. 

Should any concession be ‘made to Arabi 
Pasha, the feeling ot the British troops woul: 
be one of extreme disappointment. Every 
officer and man is keen to be led against the 
enemy. The least sign of negotiation with 
the rebels will disgust the soldiers as much 
as it will.shoek the European colony. Our 
soldiers are accused by the Greeks, Italians, 
and French of culpable weakness in not 
shooting and fogging much more than they 
havedone. We are warned that Europe will 
view us with contempt for showing 
so much mercy to the Arabs. Donkey 
boys and cab-drivers begin to show signs of 
arguing about fares, and a European is 
ceasing to be an object of terrorto them. 
Even the fact that fourteen men were 
flogged this morning, and that a rioter was 
shot. this afternoon seems nothing to the 
angry foreign element in Alexandria. They 
blame the English for weakness, and icudly 
clamor for more examples. Several French- 
men assured me that if they had been in 
power here, ten times as many Arabs would 
have been shot.

Grace—DEAR Sim: Ina morning paper of 
the 25th inst. I have read a report of a meet- 
ing heid the other night ata sporting place, 
which was assembled for the purpose of ar- 
ranging a “beastly” fight in this city be- 
tween two thugs at an early day. 

I do not wish to be considered over 
squeamish with regard to the honor and re- 
spectability of this commercial city, for I 
very well know that sentiment doesn't 
pay,” but I would like to know how it is 
that our citizens are charged some $30,000,000 
annually for the preservation of order 
among other things, and that such scenes 
as those which took place lately at Madison 
dauare Garden are tolerated. 

it is claimed that there is no law for their 
prevention because the ruffians wear gloves! 
That is the mérest sophistry of humbug. 
But there are laws against prize-fighting and 
betting, and that was a prize-fight, one of the 
conditions being “to knock an antagonist 
out of time,” and this could only be done by 
the infliction of such blows as would disable 
him. A fight with the naked hsts can do no 
more. And yet we have the anomalous pict- 
ure presented to the gaze of the decent po 
ulation of New York of 10,000 disreputable 
persons assembling to witness the battering 
out of time“ of two human—or, more prop- 
erly speaking, inhuman—beings, under the 
protection of the police! 

Now, what say these laws referred to 
against prize fighting, betting, and gambling: 

An act to prevent prize-fights and fights 
among game animals; passed April 4, 1856.

How is it that dog-fi ag - and cock-fight- 
ing are become Imposslole in this city under 
the operation of those same laws? What 
has rendered it too dangerous for any get of 
ruffians to arrange for such a spectacle be-

ists here a non-political, non-sectarian 
and resolute society, which would 
have dispersed or arrested the outlaws 
engaged in it. And they knowit. Only for 
the existence of this same society it is almost 
certain that bull:fighting would now be one 
of the sporting institutions of this pleasure- 
loving city, but its establishment among us 
was prevented by the enforcement of the 
very same laws which the police ignore. 

A corps of Spanish bull-fighters, as it will 
be remembered, three summers ago, having 
ample tunds, tinsel, and red flags, erected an 
arena at One Hundred and Sixteenth stree 
notwithstanding the protest and warning o 
this society, but, as all know, the barbarous 
enterprise resulted in disastrous failure to 
the Spaniards, because of the existence of 
the watchful institution which I have the ad- 
vantage of representing, aided by the very 
police which now attend “man-fights” as 
spectators. 

And another of these spectacles is im- 
pudently announced in the papers to take 
place on the evening of the i4th of next 
month ! 

The decent people of New York look to 
your Honor to protect them from a recur- 
rence of such disgusting and uncivilizing 
orgies.

TARIFF COMMISSION. 
THE FLAX INTEREST. 

New York, July 28.—The Tariff Commis- 
sion today, at Long Branch, gave a hearing 
to the representatives of the flax-growing 
and flax-spinning interests. Their views 
were presented ina paper read by Thomas 
Barbour, of the Barbour Flax-Spinning Com- 
pany, Paterson, N. J. This paper was signed 
by a committee appointed by a convention 
held at Saratoga the 19th inst., representing 
the flax-growing interests of the State of 
New York, and by representatives of the flax- 
spinning companies of Paterson and Troy. 
It represents that several million dollars have 
beep expended by more than fifty flax-spin- 


ning mills in efforts to manufacture linen 
goods in the United States, but that, 
ALTHOUGH CAPITAL WAS NOT LACKING, 
the American Linen Company at Fall River, 
Mass., the Willimantic Linen Company, the 
United States Linen Company, the Sprague 
Linen Company and many others had 
abandoned the business on account of the 
great disparity of the cost of labor in Europe 
and Ameriea, and because the protection 
alforded by the tariff was not equal to that 
disparyy. There were now about a dozen 
linen factories in the United States, so the 
industry might be designated as in its in- 
fancy apd as needing such protection as 
was and is accorded the cotton, worsted, and 
siik manufacturers. It recommends a uni- 
form duty of 50 per cent ad valorem on man- 
ufactures of flax, hemp, and jute. This would 
give an impetus te the manufacture of 
eoarser fabrics and give a value to flax, of 
which 500,000 tons are annually burned or 
allowed to rot in the Western States. It 
recommends that the present duties on raw 
and dressed flax and hemp 
BE INCREASED 

as a protection to agriculturists and flax- 
dressers. The paper also represents that 
there are annually imported into this coun- 
try manufactures of flax, hy and hemp to 
the extent of about $30,000,000; and that a 
large proportion of those goods could be 
madein this country. In reply to questions, 
Barbeur stated that he employed 4,000 per- 
sons in his works, 2,800 in Ireland and 1,200 
in Paterson. The wages paid in Paterson 
were more than double those paid in Belfast 
for the same kind of labor. ‘The work 
ple here did not lay up any more money than 
those in Ireland, but they lived much better. 
Barbour was inquired of whether a specific 
— or ad valorem duty was better for linen 
goods.

in this country. The climate was not 
adapted to bleaching linen. It requires just 
the nice sort of grass that grows in Ireland.

Mr. Hartshorn, of Troy, said that to put 
fiax, hemp, and jute on the free list, just as 
raw silk and raw cotton are now on the free 
list, would spoil a magnificent possib lity for 
the American people. The duty of $15 a ton 
on raw jute was not felt, and it was confi- 
dently believed that in the near futpre the 
cultivation of jute in the South would be as 
great an interest and as profitable as that of 
cotton. : 

After recess other papers were read, and 
the burden of arguments was that if the 
duty ov imported jute goods were increased 
they would have no objection to the reduc- 
tion of the duty on raw jute. 

CHEMICALS, 

Thomas S. Harris, of Philadelphia, repre- 
senting the manufacturers of chemicals, 
made a statement in.corroboration of previ- 
ous arguments in behalf of the same interest. 
He spoke particularly in favor of allow 
the manufacturers of soda ash a rebate o 
duty paid on the salt which they use, 

CARRIAGES. 

John . Britton, a carriage-builder, made 
an argument in favor of increasing the duty 
on imported carriages from 35 to 4 per cent 
ad valorem, on the ground that 45 per cent 
was about the average rate paid on the ma- 
terials used in the construction of carriages. 

He was asked whether he would not pre- 
fer to have the duties on those materiais re- 
duced, 

He replied that he would not, as the gen- 
eral effect of protection was a reduction of 
prices. He instanced the cases oP steel tire, 
for which, in 1 he paid 16 cents a pound, 
Under the Morrill tariff and when gold was 
at 280, he bought better steel tire at 21 cents 
a pound, and today he could buy it at 7 cents

Meeting in New Work of Bepresenta- 
tives of Western Roads—Another Pas- 
senger War Not Impossible. 

Special Disvateh to The Chicago Tribune. 
New York, July 28.—Three meetings of 
minor railroad magnates were held today at 
the office of Pool-Commissioner Fink. The 

Joint Executive Committee received and dis- 

cussed reports of sub-committees of no pub- 

lic importance. The representatives of the 
freight lines running east out of St. Louis 
talked over their difficulties, and the passen- 
ger agents of the trunk lines met the agents 
of the roads of the central section. The lat- 


to the general public, as it was an attempt to 
settle difficulties which, if they are not 
adjusted, may lead to another war in 
passenger rates, and which wiil, in 
the event of a settlement, benefit the travel- 
ing public somewhat. The weak roads west 
of Buffalo and Pittsburg, east of the Missis- 
sippi, and north of the Ohio River, are 
grumbling over the workings of the passen- 
ger pool, in which they find they are making 
less money than under the independent sys- 
tem. They threaten that unless matters are 
mended “7 will cut loose and begin a war 
of rates. They stated their grievances at to- 
day’s meeting, and put in their claim for dif- 
ferential rates in theirfavor, but did not suc- 
ceed in reaching any satisfactory conclusions. , 
The probabilities of — adjustment” 
are rather dubious. The small roads gener- 
ally demand that they shall be allowed to 
make a fair fight for traffic by having the 
privilege of selling tickets from St. Louis 
and Chic East, and from Buffalo and 
Pittsburg West, at a lower rate than their 
stronger rivals are allowed todo. They do 
not want to cut rates, but desire a rate fixed 
discriminating in their favor, which shall 
bring. to them the traffic which naturally 
goes to their better equipped and faster run- 
ning rivals, when the rice of 
passage over all lines is the same. 
Such a schedule of fixed cut rates, so to 
speak, the passenger agents will try to agree 
upon among themselves tomorrow. If they 
cannot do this the matter will be submitted 
to arbitration in ail probadility. If they 
cannot be adjusted an open war will be de- 
clared, and the cutting of rates will be begun 
by the weaker and middle class roads. ‘Tle 
representatives of the trunk lines with, it is 
asserted, one exception, are doing all they 
can to bring about an adjustment of aiffer- 
ential rates and a satisfactory distribu- 
tion of percen of gross earnings 
among the roads in what may 
called the central district pool association. 
Representatives of the lines out of St. Louis, 
which hgve been united in a pool system 
on both “live stock and dead 5 og hada 
long consultation today, but came no def- 
init settlement, and the gy of a reallot- 
ment of percentages will have to go to an 
arbitrator for settlement. Both the Van- 
dalia and Wabash Roads claim that they are 
carrying a larger amount of live stock than 
the ethers, consequently contributing to 
the pool a larger amount of earnings than 
8 receive back.

Thomas, representing Vanderbilt and the 
Bee-Line interest, was the purchaser, bid- 
ding $1,396,000 and complying with the terms 
of the sale by paying $1,000,000 in cash down. 
The sale attracted considerable attention, 
and quite a number of prominent lawyers 
and railroad men Were present. Contrary to 
expectation there was —4 in the bid- 
ding, George W. Parker bidding for the 
lessors of the St. Louis, Alton & Terre Haute 
Road, and Col. H. C. Moore for the Amer- 
ican b National Bank of New York, 
as he said. Prior to the bidding Mr. Lamme, 
in behalf of the holders of the second-miort- 
gage bonds, made proclamation that the sale 
would be contested and every effort made to 
set it aside, 1 is not believed that there 
is any cause for fear that the effort will be 
successful. The impression prevails that the 
road was not saccrificed, but brought its fair 
value.

At last I had struck a 
Wisconsin resort where there were some 
pretty girls, and 1 leaned comfortably back 
and feasted my eyes on several beauties in 
pretty summer-toilets who occupied the 
piazza... Draper Hall is almost hidden by 
dense foliage; and the broad avenue on 
which it stands runs along Lake La Belle. 
From the opposit walk a pathway leads down 
to the lake, where a steam-yacht and several 
pleasure-boats are moored. A number of 
Chicago people have residences along this 
avenue, The streets here are kept well 
sprinkled, and there is a great deal of

THE TOWNSEND HOUSE— 
the other large hotel—is on the shores of the 
lake, and is a very pretty house. I strolled 
‘over there last evening, and was shown 
around by James F. Antisdel, the proprietor. 
The house is handsomely furnished, and the 
table is excelient. The opportunities for 
dancing are good, and music is furnished 
every evening, though the regular hops oc- 
cur Saturday evenings. There is a grove in 
front of the house, and hammocks areswung 
under the trees. The favorit amusement of 
the young people is what is called a hay- 
ride.“ Twenty or thirty of them board 
a hay-wagon half filled with hay 
and ride around the country, arme 
with tin horns and cow-bells. A party re- 
turned last evening while I was at the house, 
and hey made more noisé than a Chicago 
base-bali audience. A boat-house is at- 
tached to the hotel, and sailing and rowing 
are favorit pastimes. The lakes are partially 
filled with a growth of rushes, which de- 
tracts from their natural beauty; but it is 
stated that a machine for clearing the lakes 
is being made. Like every country-town 
which is made by the improvements of city- 
people, this place refuses to do its share, and

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THE DISTILLERS. 


They Have Been Making. Three Times 
as Much Alcohol as Was Wanted, aad 
Are Now in a BuefWi State of Mind. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tridwne. 

Prorta, III., July 28.—Iln this, the largest 
whisky-manufacturing city in the world, 
there were distilled from 4,831,568 bushels of 
grain, 18,573,156 gallons of distilled spirits 
during the year ended June 30, 1882, the high 
average of 3.84 gallons to the bushel being 
obtained. Four gallons to the bushel is con- 
sidered a very good average, and Mr. J. B. 
Greenhut, formerly of Riverton, has suc- 
ceeded in averaging at the Great Western 
Distillery as high as 4.16 gallons from Sept. 
l last to the present time, a most remark- 
able run for that length of time. 

Singularly, the local papers make no men- 
tion of the important meeting of distillers 
held here Saturday for the purpose of con- 
sidering the formation of a new pool. 

Last year they conducted a pool very suc- 
cessfully upon the basis of an agreement to 
cut down to one-half capacity, paying a 
bonus for all spirits exported, and to those 
distillers running less than one-half capac- 
ity, from afund raised by assessing all dis- 
tillers so much per bushel of grain used. 
This system worked well and, relieving the 
home market and the surplus by export, 
created a good demand for spirits, the asso- 
ciation virtually naming their own prices. 
Thousands of dollars passed through the 
hands of the association, everything work- 
ing to the satisfation of all gracomnes until 
very nearly the expiration of the pool—May 
l jast—when some sharp New York parties 
threw upon the market a quantity of alconol 
which they had exported for this express 
purpose and brought back to this country, 
there being no import tax upon such goods, 
causing a tumble in prices, 

The capacity of the alcohol and highwine 
distilleries in the country, not taking into 
consideration the whisky distilleries of the 
South, is about 100,000 bushels of grain per 
day, while there is immediate demand for 
— product of from 30,000 to 40,000 bushels 
only. 

At the meeting Saturday it was proposed 

to limit the capacities to one-third; to pay 

no assessments or bonuses, and to permit 
those houses which desire so to do to sell to 
other distillers a purtion or all of their one- 

third capacity. 0 
In the discussion of this last question con- 

siderable feeling was created by what was 

claimed to be a desire on the part of the 
larger houses,such as the Monarch and Great 

Western, to take advantage of the smaller 

houses, and, after considerable hot discus- 

sion, the meeting broke up without reaching 
any conclusion.

The Committee on Public Service met at 10:30 
o’clock yesterday morning for the purpose of 
bearing from the bidders for the county coal 
contract for the ensum year.

Coal Company, said he had handled all kinds of 
coal. His Wilmington coal was not as as 
Ohio Central coal, of which a sample was on ex- 
hibition. He thought the Court- House should 
use Indiana block coal. 

Mr. 17 of Woodruff & Trunkey Bros. 
was of the opinion that Coal Creek coal was bet- 
ter than Grape Creek. Mr. J. H. Clark advo- 
cated Streator coal, which he represented. A. 
C. Brackebugti represented Coal Creek and In- 
diana block coals. 

Mr. D. W. Baker spoke in behalf of Grape 
Creek coal, for which Baker Bros. are the bid- 
ders, which he said was in use by a number of 
large manufacturing concerns in this city, where 
it gave eminent satisfaction. It was fully as 
good as Wilmington coal, and in some cases 
gave better satisfaction. Hedid not object to 
any test which the board was inclined to make. 
He also invited the board to go, whether he ob- 
tained the contract or not, to Grape Creek mines 
to see what facilities they had for mining.

Health to Secure Uniform Municipal 


the Dead. 
Gpectal Disvatch te The Chicago Tribune. 


Board of Health is making an earnest effort 
to secure the adoption by the municipalities 
of the State of suitabie regulations concern- 
ing ‘burial-permits. This is a move in the 
right direction, the importance of which is 
not generally appreciated by the public at 
large. At the April meeting of the board 
the following resolution was adopted: 

Resolved, That in order to protect the legal in- 
terests of survivors, to facilitate the detection 
of crime, and to secure fuller and more accu- 
rate knowledge of the causes of mortality, 
whereby preventive — 2 and general sau- 
tation may be promoted, the Illinois State Board 
of Health earnestly recommends to the proper 
autborities of all cities and towns in this State 
having populations of 1.000 or over the enact- 
ment and‘enforcement of a sultabie ordinance 
requiring a burial permit from a designated offi- 
cial, and based u the phbysician’s certificate 
of death now ired by the statute, as a con- 
dition precedent to interment within, or remov- 
al of a decedent without, the corporate limits of 
any such city or town. . 

In accordance with this action, the Secre- 
tary has forwarded to the municipal author- 
j of all cities and towns in State 
having a population of over 1,000the draft of 
an ordinance on this subject, together with 
acircula@r explaining its necessity, and re- 
questing its adoption and enforcement, In 
this circular the Secretary says: 

It should be observed that wherever such an 
ordinance is adopted the certifying physician is 
relieved of the necessity of transmitting his cer- 
tificates direct to the County Clerk, but will 
simply return them tethe designated city or 
town official, who will forward them to the 
County Clerk, after using them as the basis for 
the burial-permit. This has been found to work 
weil practi in places where burial- permits 
are required. It helps to secure a more general 
compliance with the law requiring physicians to 
report all deaths occurring under their su 
vision, with certificates of the causes thereof. 

The manifest object of the State law is to 
secure such knowledge of the causes of mortal- 
ity as may lead to measures for removing or 
modifying such causes as are susceptible of re- 
moval or modification. This is of primary im- 

rtance to cities and towns, since a reputation 
‘or healthfulness or the reverse undoubtedly in- 
flUences the growth and prosperity of any given 
locality. By means of the burial-permit and its 
record the faets contained in the pnhysician’s 
certificate may be made immediately available 
for this purpose, while they cannot be where re- 
turned direct to the County Clerk. From the 
“suitable book.“ prescribed in Sec: 4 of the 
ordinance, a weekly or monthly report may be 
compiled for publication, either in the news- 
paper press or otherwise, and thus the condition 
of, and the influences affecting, the public 
bealth may be accurately judged at any given 
time, and comparison made with other localities. 

Where burial-permits are required—as they 
are In many places—the existence of a conta- 
gious disease, as smaill-pox, —— 2 ll 
theria, has often first been made known by the 
information given in the permit, which thus 
serves to direct preventive measures for arrest- 

further spread ot the contagion. 

"On the other hand, in the absence of a burial- 
permit many evils arise, among wkich may be 
mentioned the fact that the bodies of. murdered 
persons may be more easily disposed of. Within 
a very brief period three such instances have 
come to the Secretary's knowledge where the 
bodies of the victims were buried without excit- 
ing suspieion. Accidental cles led to disinter- 
ment and discovery of the crimes. 

Briefly, the reasons for the enactment of such 
an ordinance may be thus summarized: . 

I. It will be of value in securing fuller, more 
accurate, and more readily available knowledge 
of the causes of death—a knowledge which is 
absolutely necessary to the profitable 1 — 1 
tion of efforts for the preservation of heaith, 
the limitation of disease, and the prolongation 
of human life. 


2. It will be of value in the protection of life 
against criminal violence by facilitating the de- 
fection of such violence through preventing the 
burial of victims of homicide, abortion, poison- 
ing, etc., without proper investigation. 

3. It will be of value in the protection ot prop- 
erty interests by making the facts pertaining to 
a death and burial matters of record which may 
be useful in probating wills, settling estates, de- 
termining heirships, perfecti letters, adjust- 
ing life-insurance, and kindred matters.

The Red Man and the White Man. 

The North American Indian does ‘not lack 
for biographers. When there is a dearth of 
other material in the literary world some 
writer becomes suddenly so greatly moved 
by a sense of the Indian's wrongs that he 
frames an argument in behalf of the down- 
trodden, puts it in print, and retails again 
for the hundredth time the history of the 
American aborigines. From the period of Cat- 
lin and Schoolcraft down to that of II. II.,“ 
Dodge, Moneypenny, and Tibbles isa long 
interval of time, yet we venture to say that 


at least one volume a year has been written: 


during that period on the Indian question, or 
at least that the works printed will average 
one for each twelvemonth. lf a majority of 
the writers would only agree in their 
recommendations there might be some 
force in their denunciations and 
some virtue in their 
But the more the topic is discussed the wider 
apart appear to be the differing views, and it 
is hardly to be wondered that the National 
Legislature should be unable to agree on any 
Indian policy that shall be satisfactory to all 
when no two writers, who devote all their 
time to a careful study'of the subject, can 
agree as to the proper treatment of our In- 
dian wards, Meanwhile the subject of all 
this talk goes on feeding and growing fat 
while the snow is on the ground, and then 
raiding, marauding, and murdering in the 
frontier settlements when he needs a littie 
diversion and change ofair. Army officers, 
philanthropists, missionaries, the religious 
denominations, and sharp political rascals 
take a turn at civilizing' the Indian, and 
in the long run the whole bur- 
den comes back on our handful of 
regulars, and the Indian becomes respect- 
able and law-obeying when he is six feet un- 
der the sod or rendered powerless for evil 
by being carefully watched and deprived of 
all weapons. There are good Indians, of 
course, but they are few in proportion to the 
entire number, and the difficulty with the 
the orists appears to be that they strive in- 
variably to prescribe one system of govern- 

ment that shall apply to all Indians alike.

The statement may be strongly emphasized 
that. from the first entrance of the white man

To the question as to the relation of the 
United States to the Indian and its treatment 
of him, Mr. Ellis devotes considerable space 
and shows thorough research, great famili- 
arity with his theme, clarity of statement, 
and a judicial way of looking 8 ques- 
tion eminently satisfactory, and ich ren- 
ders his work one of the best yet published 
on this subject. As to the aboriginal popu- 
lation of America he says: 

The supposed millions in our native forests 
have been reduced by well informed inquirers 
to only three, and again to only one million, and 
even to a much diminished estimate. The bet- 
ter we have become informed about the num- 
bers and conditions of life of existing savage 
tribes the more unreasonable seems to us a 
large estimate of the numbers of their prede- 
cessors. The fancy that our vast interior spaces, 
with their lakes and river courses, their valleys 
plains, and meadows, were ali parceied out an 
occupied after their fashion by vur native tribes 
bas yielded to assured facts of proved incon- 
sistency with it, Tribes vanquished near the 
seaboard and on our lake sbores were always 
abie to find refuge in unoccupied territory. The 
whole of Kentucky. when the white pioneers ex- 
plored it, was tenantiess, unclaimed, crossed 
only as it might bave been by war parties on the 
rai its bounds. Enormous reaches of 
U anada, and large parts of the present 
States bordering on the south of the great lakes, 
had no buman tenant; one might roam in them 
for weeks and find no trace of man. It bas 
been intelligently affirmed that just before our 
Revolutionary War the number of Indian war- 
riors between the ocean and the Mississippi and 
between Lake Superior and the Obio did not ex- 
ceed 10,000. If the theories drawn from the ex- 
amination of the Western earth-mounds have 

reasons to support them, an uomeasured 
epgth of time had passed since their disuse and 
desertion. t

The Life of Sebastian Bach. 

The life of Sebastian Bach, greatest of all 
organists, has been furnished for Mr. Huef- 
fer’s series of Great Musicians” by Regi- 
nald Lane Poole. Not the least valuable 
portion of this work—which derives all its 
facts and information from Prof. Spitta’s 
Life of Bach—is the list of church cantatas, 
200 in number, composed by Bach and here 
given in the presumed order of their pro- 
duction. It was Bach’s misfortune, as it has 
been that of scores of great minds, to be un- 
appreciated in life, to die practically un- 
known, and to acquire a posthumous fame, 
raising the hero to high rank among masters. 
The fact of Bach’s death was registered by 
the Town Council of Leipzig in the follow- 
ing terms: “The cantor at the Thomas- 
schule, or rather the Capell-director, Bach, 
is dead.” The same august body then 
proceeded to resolve that the school 
needed a Cantor and not a Capellmeister, al- 
though he must understand music too.” 
Such was Leipzig’s publie recognition of 
Bach. His widow died a pauper ten years 
after her husband. The youngest daughter 
was relieved by a püblie subscription. St. 
John's churchyard, in which Bach had been 
laid to rest, was rooted up and made into a 
road. His bones were scattered no man 
knew where. lt was eighty-one years after 
his death before any of his works were per- 
formed at concerts in the Leipzig Gewand- 
haus. Yet Mendelsshon spoke of him as 
“the immortal master, who is on no one 
point inferior to any master, and in many 

jints superior to all.“ In 1854 Bach’s St. 
Matthew’s Passion“ was _ performed in En. 
gland, and since 1871 the Passion Music and 
Christmas Oratorio have taken their constant 
position as the special services of Holy 
Week and the New-Year. “If England 
was late in acknowledging Bach’s greatness, 
nowhere now are his works performed more 
regularly, and nowhere does he stand in so 
wide and so assured a . Mr. 
Poole analyzes Bach’s compositions in a man- 
ner that shows considerable familiarity with 
them, and his criticisms are apt and gener- 
ous. Of the dominant characteristics of 
Bach’s music this writer says: Manliness 
and melody, the one never too vigorous to 
overpower the melody, the other restrained 
by it from any approach to effeminacy, it is 
these qualities that adjudge Bach the same 
place among musicians as Milton holds 
among our own ts; and the thought has a 
touching suggestion in the lack of recogni- 
tion of his later years and in his blindness. 
Eachisin his craft the most learned of 
artists; each is ruled by an absorbing relig- 
ious sense. They are equals in chastened 
grace, in balance and ear, and equally want- 


ing in two special gifts—humor and dramatic 


power.“

The Prophets of Israel. 

Prof. W. Robertson Smith last winter fol- 
lowed up his former lectures on “The Old 
Testament in the Jewish Church” by an- 
other series on “ The Prophets of Israel, ana 
Their Place in History to the Close of the 
Eighth Century Before Christ.“ These later 
lectures are now published, with considera- 
bie expansion, in this country, by D. 
Appleton & Co., New York. Prof. 
Smith acknowledges his speeial obii- 
gations in these, as in the tormer lectures, 
to Prof. Julius Wellhausen, of the Univer- 
sity of Greifswald, Germany. It is evident 
that the Professor has adopted in general 


ithe theories of Welmausen and Kuenen 


throughout the coursé of his criticisms on 
the Old Testament. He differs from the 
German and Dutch Professors mainly in his 
attempt to reconcile their theories with the 
doctrine that the Old Testament is authori- 
tative and inspired, notwithstanding his 
revolutionary views. in regard to the so- 
called laws of Moses and the Hebrew prophe- 
cies. It will be remembered that Prof. Smith, 
in common with Wellhausen and Kuenen, 
holds that the laws of the Pentateuch were 
of three clases: first, the Sinaitic, or those 
given at Sinai, probably by Moses; second- 
y, the Deuteronomic laws, chery re- 
duced to writing after the failure of Heze- 
kiah’s reformatory efforts, and designed to 
confine the worship of the pom to one 
sanctuary, as affording the only hope for true 
reformation; and, thirdly, the Levitical 
Code, probably written du the exile, and 
first enforced by Ezra and Nehemiah. The 
Professor’s lectures on the Prophets Amos, 
Hosea, Isaiah, and Micah are shaped with a 
view to the support of his theory in regard 
to the Mosaic legislation. He finds in — 
Prophets what he regards as conclusive evi- 
dence that they knew nothing of the laws in 
Deuteronomy ana the middle portions of the 
Pentateuch. His criticisms on the chronol- 
ogy of Judah and Israel show that he con- 
siders it far from accurate, especially that of 
Judah. He construes the command of God 
to Hosea (Hosea i., 2), to “take to him a 
wife of whoredoms and children of whore- 
doms,” as relating w an actual event 
in the Prophet's life, and not, as 
many have understood, as a pure alle- 
gory. And yet he thinks Hosea’s unfortunate 
marriage with Gomer was used as an alle- 
gorical illustration of God’s relation to his 
idolatrous people. He asserts that the proph- 
ets had no such idea of miracles as those that 
are held by theologians in modern times, but 
that they looked upon all events as divinely 
directed in the same sense, the miracle on! 

differing from other events as an extraordi- 
nary from an ordinary providence. Finally, 
he omits all distinct reference to the last 
twenty-seven chapters of Isaiah, evidently 
regarding them as no part of Isaiah’s work.

Spencer’s Political Institutions, 

In his system of synthetic philosophy Mr. 
Herbert Spencer gives us in the present 
treatise the concluding part of volume 2 
of his “Principles of Sociology.” The 
method is that which has become familiar to 
the readers of Spencer’s other works, Facts 
are gathered in from all sources and the 
growth of development is traced step by step 
and in all directions. In his preface the au- 
thor admits that the phenomena of evo- 
lution treated in these latest works 
are above all others obscnre and entangied. 
To discover what truths may be aflirmed of 
political organizations at large is a task beset 
by difficulties that are at once many and 
great—difficulties arising from unlikenegs of 
the various human races, from differences 
among the modes of life entailed by circum- 
stances on the societies formed of them, from 
the numerous contrasts of sizes and degrees 


of culture exhibited by such societies, from 
their perpetual interferences with one an- 
other’s processes of evolution by means of 
wars, and from accompanying breakings-up 
and aggregations in ever-changing ways. In 
a chapter entitled Political Retrospect and 
Prospect,“ Mr. Spencer says: 

The days bave gone by when paper constitu- 
tions were believed in by instructed peopie. The 
general truth that the characters of the units 
determine the character of the aggregate. 
though not admitted overtly and fully, is yet so 
far acknowledged that oat politically -educated 
persons do got — — forthwith completely to 
change the state of society by this or that kind 
of legislation. But Mr. Spencer points out that 
this truth, when fully admitted, carries with it 
the conciusion, not only that litical institu- 
tiops cannot be effectually woditied faster than 
the characters of citizens are modified, but also 
that if greater modifications are by any accident 
produced the excess of change is sure to be 
undone by some counterchange. When, as in 
France, people undisciplined in freedom are 
suddenly made S free, rey show by 
some plebescite t they willingly deliver over 
their power toan autocrat, or they work their 
parliamentary system in such a wayasto make 
a popular statesman a dictator, When, as in the 
United States, republican institutions, instead 
of being slowly evolved. are all at once created, 
the re grows up witbin them an agency of wire- 
pulling politicians, exercising a real rule which 
overrides the nominal rule of the ple at 
large. When. as in England. an extended fran- 
chise, very soon reéxtended, vastly augments- 
the mass of those who, baving before been con 
trolled, are abruptly made controllers, they pres- 
ently fall under the rule of an organized poe & 
like the Birmingham cavueus, that chooses their 
candidates and arranges for them a political 
program, which they must either accept or be 
powerless.

Literary History of England. 

That period in English history which Mrs. 
Oliphant has selected as the limit of her lit- 
erary investigations is full ot interest, and 
embraces in its annals the names of some of 
the greatest of England’s many great poets 
and authors. The end of the eighteenth and 
the beginning of the nineteenth century was 
the epoch of the most marked literary activ-. 
ity of such men as Cowper, Crabbe, Byron, 
Shelley, Hook, and Moore, and of historians 
and philosophers, Hallam, Bentham, Mill, and 
Walter Scott. The period is in no danger of 
being forgotton through a lack of writers to 
celebrate its glories. Nor, with all her lit- 
erary skill, do we think Mrs. Oliphant’s 
three-volume work will take the place of 
those which have preceded it. It cannot for 
an instant be compared with the scholarly 
work of M. Taine. It is professedly a popu-

It was her boast when on 
the Continent, a fevorit with such men as 
Charles Dickens, Alexander Dumas, Theo- 
phile Gautier, and Charles Swinburne, that 
she “began with a prize-fighter, but would 
end with a Prinee,” and she came within an 
inch of roping in one ot the noble blood ot 
the crown of France, but for parental inter- 
ference. The Adah Isaacs Menken who, all 
but entirely naked, rode strapped to the 
horse in Mazeppa, and the brilliant, beautiful 
conversationalist, for whose book Dickens 
wrote the face, and to whom the brain 
and pride 2 — paid court, were much 
alike—both very fast and faithless She 
found her destroyer in herself, and died from 
too much ef herself. She said that “her 
soul would go to Heaven — the gates 
of Paris,” but as her soul would never have 
left its gay salon if she could prevent it it is 
doubtfai if her prophecy is fulfilled.

More About Pedigrees. 

Tun Triuune has repeatedly expressed 
the opinion that too much attention was be- 
ing paid by breeders to the matter of pedi- 
gree, to the exclusion of the question of in- 
dividual merit in animals. This view of the 
matter is generally indorsed by the most in- 
telligent breeders of the country.’ At a re- 
cent Farmer’s institute, held under the aus- 
pices of the State Board of Agriculture, at 
Belleville. III., Col. Charles F. Mills, of 
Springfield, read a paper on Improved 
Stock,” from which the following timely and 
truthful suggestions or propositions are ta- 
ken: 

Cattle bred for both beef and dairy products 
never reach the highest standard of excellence 
in either of these speciaities. A horseman never 
expects to find agers and draft in the same ani- 
mul. A breed at sheep noted for fineness or 
weight of fleece wili uot make a favorable com- 
parca for quality of flesh with a breed that 

as been cafefully brea for generations for 
mutton. Purchase and sale of fancy stock for 
speculative purposes is u fascivating and dan- 
gerous business, generally resulting in failure, 
which is far reaching in its influence, as each 
disaster of this kind is the argument used with 
many prospective breeders by the enemies of 
progress as to why investments should be made 
in improved stock, the breeding of which would 
result in a profit, while the same feed and care 
given to scrub stock would eutail a loss. 

In regard to the sale of stock, and just here 
is where the question of pedigree enters into 
the matter of breeding, Col. Mills said: 

There are doubtiess thousands of breeders in 
the United States who fail each year for want of 
sufficient knowledge or business qualifications 
necessary to dispose of surplus stock for its 
market value, and ata reasonable prost. in 
the sale of improved stock to the best advan- 
tage, the Urst essential quaiificaton is the pos- 
session of a reputation for probity, and its 
synonym, integrity, Without this requisit there 
is always a shadow of suspicion in the mind of a 
purcbaser that there muy be misrepresentations 
concerning the pedigree or breeding qualities of 
an animal, whose individual excellence migbt 
otherwise be all that could be desired. A man 


with a reputation of giving personaiand con- 


stant attention to bis stock—Other things being 
equal—has great advantages with the practical 
breeder in waking sales over the stockman who 
intrysts everything to his herdsman, 

The discussion of the paper brought out 
several good points in connection with the 
subject of pedigrees. 

Mr. Gillhan, of Alton, said the pedigree 
mania had done much to damage the im- 
proved stock breeding interests of the coun- 
try, and the frequent failures of stock-breed- 
ers, Whose stock had no other merit than 
pedigree, has discouraged thousands from in- 
vesting in and bresdine improved stock. In- 
vesting in pedigree without merit, would 
sooner or later bankrupt a millionaire,”

sen alone, A tile 18 68 ly true of the 
breeds of cattle which are bred for meat pur- 
poses, The value of pure-bred sires cannot 
be questioned, but the progeny of such sires,

desirable for butchers’. purposes to com- 
mand attention at the hands of intelligent 
farmers and breeders. 


Troops in Southerp Tlinois. 

In that portion of Lilinois which is general - 
ly known as Egypt farmersare in the best of 
spirits. The contrast with things as they 
existed just one year ago—the change for 
the better so far as crop prospects are con- 
cerned—is a marked one, and of a character 
that establishes the wonderful fertility and 
peers of recuperation of Illinois as an agri- 
quitural State. Less than a year ago the 
southern counties of Illinois were upon the 
verge of absolute ruin. ‘Ihe terrible drouth 
had literally burned to a.crisp every vestige 
of the growing crops, and ‘the pastures were 
burned up. Creeks and rivers were dried up, 
wells and cisterns exhausted, and without 
erops or feed for their, stock it was but a 
step to actual starvation. ‘In fact, the posi- 
tion of the people of that part of Lilinois be- 
came so serious as to call for legislative 
action, and only through the kindly offices of 
more tavored portions of the country was 
actnal starvation prevented. 

Now, however, he Egyptians” are roll- 
ing inciover. Their erops are in excellent 
condition. All the esreals promise a greater 
yield than has blessed the eountry for ten 
years past, the only crop fur which fears are 
expressed being corn, which, owing to long- 
continued wet weather, will undoubtedly 
fall considerably short of the average. Re- 
ports from Soathern IIIIinois which tell of 
universal properity will, therefore, be accept- 
ed as a criterion by which to form an opinion 
in regard to the immense crops which will 
be harvested in this State. To say that farm- 
ers and merchants are very much encouraged 
but feebly expresses the state of their feel- 
ings, and itis amatter of pride to the people 
of the entire Siate to know that their south- 
ern brethren are about to extricate them- 
selves from the unhappy position which they 
occupied one year ago.

Music on the water is always delightful. 
The hotel-orchestra would probably not meet 
with the hearty approval of Theodore Thom- 
as from acritical point of view, and yet no 
Thomas concert ever afforded its hearers so 
much pleasure as the soft, dreamy music 
which out from the open windows of 
the yach n over the still waters of the 
river. All the islanders in the vicinity of the 
Thousand-Island House were serenaded.

AMUSEMENTS. 

The two episodes I have mentioned give an 
idea of the favorit diversions of summer-life 
among the islands. Boating and fishing are 
the standard, the reliable amusements. But 
there are others. ‘The Thousand-island Ho- 
tel is the natural centre of life and gayety at 
the Bay, and Mr. Staples and his assistants 
are tireless in their efforts to make their 
guests comfortable and happy. The great 
variety of river-craft, from the yaw! to the 
big steamer, including steam-yachts of all 
sizes and models, apd sail-boats of equal di- 
versity in character, not excepting the cata- 
maran of Chinese origin, furnishes of itself 
considerable entertainment. ‘The arrivals of 
the large steamers are heralded by the band 
in the daytime and by red fire at night. The 
boatmen, stimulated by prizes, have races, of 
which the tub-race, the blindfold race, and 
the walking of greased poles stretched out 
from the dock over the river are the most 
amusing. Lawn-tennis, croquet, bowling, 
and other diversions of that kiud are always 
accessible. For the young people there are 
dancing in the evenings and flirtmg all the 
time; while the older people can sit on 
the broad porticoes and enjoy the prismatic 
aspect of the river, the pure dry air, and their 
reading or chatting. Occasionally there is a 
dramatic entertainment furnished by some 
sumimer-party, which is made upof profes- 
sionals who join — age tor a river-craise 
in asmall steam-yacht, and try to pay the ex- 
penses of their vacation. Pauline Markham 
and company were the Jatest to furnish the 
city-guests of the Thousand-Island House 
with food for laughter in the theatre, which 
was improvised in the dining-room.

Why the Work I« Delaved. 

Tu the Editor of The Chteago Tribune, 
CHICAGO, July 28.—I see in yOur paper of to- 
day a paragraph stating that the improvement 
of Kinzie street was tu be readvertised, owing to 
my not proceeding with the work under my 
contract.

A String Band Composed of Ladies of 
Rank—A Morning Charity Concert in 
Léndoh—An American Contralito of 
Great Promise.

L box, July 5.—I have just come fren: a 
very “aw all” charitable performance given 
in one of the noblest houses in London— 
Stanoru House-+the town residence of the 
Duke of Sutherland. London is filled With 
old palaces that have been the homes of gen- 
eration after generation of the same family, 
but there is none more stately or more im- 
posing than Stafford House. It stands in a 
corner of St. James and Green Parks, very 
near Marlboro House, the London residence 
of the Prince and Princess of Wales. 
Adjoining the latter edince is St. James 
Palace, one of the oldest royal palaces in 
London, built by Henry VIII. Separating 
the palace from Green Park is Stafford House. 
Green Park is surrounded by elegant man- 
sions belonging*to the nobility, among them 
those of the Earl of Spencer and the Earl of 
Ellesmere. Upon one side is Buckingham 
Palace, where the Queen lives when in Lon- 
don. and the dtive leading from the palace 
through the park has been the scene of three 
attempt to assasinate her. Near the entranee 
of Green Park is Apsley House, the residence 
of the Duke of Wellington, and one of the 

ooms facing the park is that in which the 

uke gave the Kiss Waterloo banquet. 

Every house, every foot of ground, in this 

part of London has a history, and one cannot 

walk arod without recalling wany a sad tale 
of some untortuyate creature. 

Among all private mansions in this 
locality, the most finely situated is that of 
the Duke of Sutherland. It\is a large, 
grand, gloomy-ookit ing structure, with four 
complete fronts, each havihz an architectural 
character of its own. Yet there is a solid 
old English look about.it, despite its gloomy 
exterior, and, When oné has passed the im- 
posing entrance, and gone through room 
after room still more imposing, one forgets 
the dull prison-like appearance of a London 
mansion. Stafford — was bullt by the 
Duke of York with money loaned him by 
the Marquis of Stafford, who afterward be- 
came the Duke of Sutherland. Later on the 
Stafford family bought it, and then spent 
some £250,000 in additions and decorations. 
It has great, lofty rooms, and a grand 
staircase with landmas as large as 
an ordinar room in an American 
private mansion. ‘There is a picture gallery, 
said to contain one of the finest collections in 
London, which is lighted with 204 incandes- 
cent electric lights. The gallery is 128 feet 
in length, and at one end is a pretty stage, 
draped in red hangings, for the use of private 
musicales and amateur theatricals. It was 
upon this stage the performance 1 coinmenced 
to write about took place—a morning concert 
in aid of the Restoration of the Parish 
Church, Sherifhales”—so the cards stated— 

iven under the special patronage of the 

Juke and Duchess of Sutherland. A distin- 
guishing feature of the concert was that it 
was given by very aristocratic amateurs of 
rank, with two or three exceptions—one be- 
ing in favor of a pretty American girl, who 
is receiving favorable notice in all artistic 
circles, and much attention from people in 
the best society. 

Another feature was a ladies’ string band, 


coming contralto.

The United States Lake Survey Office, which 
was established in Detroit in 1841, will be discon- 
tinued ina few days. The instruments have 
been sent te the storage depot at Willard’s 
Point, N. V. Gen. Cyrus B. Comatock, Superin- 
tendent at that point since 1870, expects to be 
ordered to some other post by Aug. 1. His cler- 
ieal assistants are now reviewing the proofs of 
bis final report.

COSTLY PANORAMAS. 


The “Surrender of Yorktown” and 
the “Battle of Montretout” to Be 
Shown by Rival Companies in New 
York, and the “ Battle of Gettysburg“ 


in Chicago. 
New York Evening Post. 


Two foreign companies are soou to tempt 
fortune and the New York publie with Ki- 
gantic pictures, such as have recently found 
favor in many European cities, if not in this 
country. Nearly a year ago it was announced 
that the French “ Société Anonyme du Pan- 
orama National des Etats Unis” had leased 
a plot of land at Madison avenue and Fifty- 
ninth street for the purpose of showing a 
picture of the surrender of Yorktown. 


The ground includes the whole 
east frontage on Madison avenue 
between Fifty-eight and  Fifty-ninth 


streets, measuring 200 feet, and is 150 feet 
in depth. The company leases it for $25,000 
a year for five years, with a privilege of re- 
newing the lease at the expiration af the first 
term. In December last active building was 
begun, the foundation being of the most sub- 
stantial character. The ironwork was 
brought from Belgium, the French contract- 
or saying that after paying a duty of 35 per 
cent, the beams and girders cost 40 per cent 
less than similar material could be bought 
for here. ‘The framework of iron is now fin- 
ished and a plank roof on. The brick walls 
are rising rapidly and will be done about the 
middie of August. Beside the amphitheatre 
proper, around the interior wall of which 
will hang the picture, there will be a hand- 
some two-story building of stone facing 
on Mudison avenue, and erected 
according to 1 by Mr. Pfeiffer. 
This building will contain offices, smoking- 
room, etc. The circular amphitheatre meas- 
ures, from wall to wall, 133 feet. The canvas 
picture arrived a few days ago, and measures 
400 feet in length by 5 feet in height, It was 
painted by M. Raoul Arns, assisted by MM. 
Carolus Duvan and Felix de Villefroy. in 
May last year an expedition, headed by M. 
Arns, went to Yorktown to make sketches 
and photographs of the place, and the Gov- 
ernment records were ransacked for authen- 
tic accounts of details connected with the 
surrender. The picture was painted in Nice, 
in a building erected on purpose. Twenty 
workmen have been eng upon the 
painting for nearly a year. The sky will be 
painted after the canvas is hung, so AS to 
adapt its color to ths light of ‘this 
climate. The company has been frepre- 
sented here by Messrs. Edward Kamper and 
Baron de Mannerheim. ‘The President is 
the Baron de Bournonville. The capital of 
the company consists of 2,000,000 francs. The 
work at Madison avenue has already cost a 
* deal of money, and when the picture is 
n place it is estimated by the managers that 
the amount expended will be about $200,000, 

On the west side of the city, at thé north- 
east corner of Fifty-fifth street and Broad- 
way, is another substantia! building, put up 
for similar 2 by the “ Campaigne 
Belge du Panorama International.” M. 
Dethier, the resident manager of the com- 
pany, or organizing engineer, was found 
this 3 in the building, which 
is now entirely finished, and presents an 
attractive exterior of brick. M. Dethier 

“The r of this country do not 
yet know what a real panoramais. There 
was one some years ago at Broadway and 
Thirty-fifth street. but it gave no notion of 
what we shall put on exhibition. In fact, 
the artof paint panoramas is a compara- 
tively new one. It is only within the last 
few years that real artists, such as MM. Phil- 
ippoteaux, De Neuville, Detaille, Duran, and 
other eminent men have thought it worth 
their wifle to paint panoramas. When such 
men undertook the work it was certain that 
something entirely good in an artistic sense 
would result, and some of the panoramas 
now on exhibition in Europe are recognized 
as works of art in the highest sense of 
thé word. The Compagnie Belge, which I 
represent, now owns eight panoramas, 

PAINTING ON A LARGE SCALE. 

“The studio in Brussels is a building simi- 
lar in size to this one, the canvas which fits 
in it being fifty feet high and 400 feet long. 
Our panoramas already include a ‘Siege of 
Paris,’ opened in London last year; 

* Taking of Kars,’ opened in Moscow 1880; 
the ‘Siege of Plevna,’ opened in St. Peters- 
burg December, 1881: the ‘ Battle of Cham- 
pagny,’ painted by De Neuville and Detaille 
and opened in Paris last May; the Battle o 
Gravelotte,’ opened in Berlin in February, 
1881, when the Emperor and Prince Bismarck 
did us the honor to attend; the Battle of 
‘Tetuan,’ opened in Madrid in Januar , 1881. 
Besides these we have the ‘Battle of Mon- 
tretout,’ for this building; the canvas left 
Anvers for New York on the 15th of July, 
and is expected here every hour; the 
Battle of Gettysburg is in preparation for 
Chicago. All these works have n painted 
by the best men and the greatest care that 
money could command. The Berlin canvas 
is the work of two eminent artists of Düssel- 
dorf—Hunten and Zimmier. The New York 
canvas is by the most eminent of all pano- 
rama painters, M. Philippoteaux Sr. The 
buildings in which our different pictures are 
exhibited are all as substanttal as this one, 
some of them much more so, Our Paris 
house is at the corner of the Champs Elysées 
and the Rue de Berry, the land alone costing 
800,000 francs. The intention is to change 
the canvas every two years. Money has been 
made in every one of our enterprises except 
Madrid, where the venture barely pays ex- 

nses. It needs a large city to make it pay.

“The Battle of Montretout,’ which we

The Horrors of Death Visited upon 
a Trembling Wretch at 
Lexington. Ky- . 


He Went into an Open Field 
and Shot His Enemy 
to Death. 


There Was Much Sympathy for Him 
Among Those Who Saw 
Him Hanged. 
A Mulatto Murderer Reported 
Lynched Thursday in Oldham 
County, Texas. 


Isaac Turner HManced at Lexington, 
Ky., tor, Murder. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Lexineton, Ky., July 28.—Isaac Turner, 

the condemned murderer of Abe Ray, was 
done to death by the law in the jail-yard a 
few minutes after 1 o’clock teday. Lis last 
night on earth was restless and fearful— 
snatches of sleep, broken into by awful 
dreams, and waking hours passed in prayer 
and song. His spiritual advisers, Elder 
Jones, of Paris, Ky., and Hatton, of Lexing- 
ton, passed the night with him trying to keep 
his courage up, and with some degree of 
success. A stormy night.gave place to a 
warm, sunshiny day, but threatening rain. 
Half-past 11 o’tlock today was the time 
fixed upon for the execution. Hopes of a re- 
prieve or commutation trom Gov. Blackburn 
kept the fatal hour back until 1 o’clock, and 
still no respit dame. Promptly at twenty- 
five minutes to 1 o’clock 
THE DOOR OF THE JAIL WAS THROWN OPEN, 
and those holding tickets were admitted to 
the precincts of the jail-yard. Some forty 
or fifty gathered in euriots crowds around 
the scaffold, and, having satisfied their 
curiosity with an examination of it, 
wandered around . the yard, gathered 
in knots, and ered through the 
grating of the oor through which 
the murderer was to come to his 
doom. Some ten minutes passed thus, and 
amidst the bustle of preparation around the 
scaffold many words of sympathy for the 
man were heard on every side. Few thought 
him deserving of death, and, whether the 
nearness of his approaching fate softened 
hearts, no one thought the ends of the law 
could not be subserved by a commutation. 

SONGS OF COMFORT AND PRAYERS 
intermingled came echoing along the corri- 
dors of the jail, and at eleven minutes to 1 
o’clock the march to the scaffold began, 
with the prisoner in the middle, 
and clergymen .of his own color flank- 
ing him on all sides. Up the steps of 
the scaffold they passed and gathered in a 
solemn group upon the platform, where they 
sang several songs appropriate to the near 
approach of death, and achair was brought 
upon the scaffald for the doomed man, which 
he gladly accepted. Elder Daniel Jones, of 
the colored ethodist Church of this dis- 
trict, made an eloquent prayer for the cul- 
prit, who seenied conscious of his near end. 

TURNER PRAYED INCESSANTLY, 
and showed his agitation bya convulsive 
twitching and clasping and unclasping of his 
hands. nthe scaffold were the Revs. G. 
Hatton, Daniel Jones, Arthur James, and 
Arthur Locker, the last-named gentleman 
making the assertion that Turner was not 
afraid to die. The doomed man, with eyes 
constantly upturned as if he sought peace 
and comfort beyond the skies, was a sight 
once seen never to be forgotten. Terror 
seemingly held him within her grasp and tor- 
mented him with the most fearful thoughts. 
Grouped around him were his spiritual ad- 
visers, endeavoring to sustain his courage by 
consoling words and speaking of the here- 
after, where there was no pain or care, 
and where ali are at rest. At seven 
minutes past 1 Elder Jones concluded his 
supplication for mercy to the Deity, and all 
with the exception of the officers came down 
from the scaffold.

A deathlike 
hush ensued for a few moments, and then all 
crowded toward the scaffold, where the life- 
less corpse hung swaying in the space left 
open by the trap door. His death was 
caused by strangulation.

He turned him over and discovered 
that his.bullets had done their deadly work 
and that only the lifeless corpse was left of 
his victim. Leaving the body on the track 
to be mangled by the train, he left the scene 
and departed for unknown parts. Turner 
turned up in Covington, and learning he was 
wanted came to this city and gave himself up 
to the authorities. During the trial Turner 
attempted to prove that Ray had ravished 
Harriet Turner, his mother, but it fell

RURAL LIFE OF ENGLAND. 


The Representation in Parliament. 
Capt. Mayne Neid in New York Tribune. 

In previous articles I have treated of En- 
glish rural life only its social aspects; let me 
now speak of it politically, beginning with 
the highest of its haute politique—represen- 
tation in Parliament. 


The members who more especially repre- | 


sent it are termed “county members,” to dis- 
tinguish them from those who sit for the cor- 
porate towns or boroughs, called borough 
members.“ 
the latter 360, which with nine representing 
universities make up the House of Commons 
—in all 652. Thus, in point of numbers, the 
English people are better rrpresented in 
their National Legislature than those of the 
United States; but in all other respects 
worse—indeed, not represented at all, as I 


shall presently show. 

Within the walls of Parliament there is no 
difference between a country and a borough 
member, either in power or privileges; the 
yea or nay of the one being just as good as 
that of the other. But whether inside or out, 
the county member considers himself above 
the borough one, and is so generally re- 
garded. Why this fancied superiority—for 
it is only a fancy—Americans may desire to 
know; all the more when told that county 
constituencies are not only smaller than 
those of many boroughs, but less intelligent 
and enlightened. Numbers, however, have 
nothing to do with it, neither has intelli- 
gence nor enlightenment; there being a fac- 
tor, in the eyes of Englishmen; more 
powerful than all three put to 
gether—fashion. But whence and why 
the fashion is the collateral question 
that crops up, to get answer that, from 
time immemorial, county constituencies 
have béen represented in Parliament by the 
scions of aristocracy, while borough mem- 
bers may be anybody or anything, even 
“jlow-born” men, as some of them are. 
About the former there is a fine high-spiced 
flavor of patricianism, while around the lat- 
ter hangs and clings the vulgar odor of 
democracy—as the English idea has it. 
Hence, to “sit for a Shire,“ however poor or 
sparsely inhabited, is a prouder distinction 
than to be the representative of the richest 
and most populous borough. Under these 
circumstances it need hardly be said that 
county members are nearly all of them.coun- 
ty magnates, and the majority ot them Con- 
servalives of the high Tory type. If wire 
fessing Liberalism, it will be of the Whig 
speciality, which differs from Toryism 
in little beyond the name; neither having 
the slightest thought or intention of enlarg- 
ing the liberties of the people, or relaxing 
their own grasp of sweet privileges, so long 
and tenaciously held. In some of the shires 
Toryism controls the voting strength, in 
others the Whig element has the upper hand; 
while in some it is about equally balance 
between them. But whichever be in the as- 
cendant, the Parliamentary representation or 
a county is practically vested in three or four 
of its leading families, who look upon it as a 
sort of heirloom and patrimonial right. 
When divided, the sharing is done in a 
friendly give-and-take way, as, “you have 
one of the seats, I the other.” For it is to 
be observed that most counties send two 
members to Parliament, some even three, 
while a few of the less populated ones have 
only a single representative. 

it may be asked how the county constitu- 
encies are thus exelusively controlled bya 
few aristocratic families. The answer is 
that the bulk of country people having the 
franchise are tenant-farmers, whose interest 
it is to vote as their landlords direct them. 
Ever hanging over their heads, as the sword 
of Damocles, are possibilities of increased 
rent, and probabilities ef a back term un- 
paid, with visions of sales under the statute 
of distress, or other like disagreeables. And 
as their landlords are, almost to a man, ter- 
ritorial magnates, the central figure and 
strength of aristocracy itself, it will be easily 
understood how it is with shire representa- 
tion. Just now the landed power is less than 
it ever has been, having received a rude shock 
and check from the depressed state of 
agriculture, which, while impoverishing the 
farmer, has to some extent released him 
from his political thraldum. A curious fact 
of enfranchisement and apparently a paradox 
this, nevertheless a substantial truth, com- 
prehensible as the defiance born of penury 
and despair. With thousands of farms un- 
tenanted and beg occupation, the farmer 
has the whip hand of his landiord, and ma 
vote as it pleases him. But how long will 
this last? Not likely for any great length of 
time, unless the depression itself continue. 
It is almost certain that a returh of pros- 
perity would reéxcite land-hunger and bring 
things back into their old grooves and 
channels. So far the political disturbance 
has been slight, and the change as regards 
Parliamentary representation scarcely ap- 
preciable. 

True, not all county members are bred and 
born patricians; for not all of the counties 
are controlled by the farmers’ vote. Some 
are in populous mining districts, while into 
others extend the suburbs of cities, over 
which tower tall smoking chimneys—the 
homes of manufacturers and well-to-do me- 
chanics, also endowed with the franchise. 
In these the balance of voting power, wrested 
from patrician grasp, is in the hands of the 
real people. Such constituencies, however, 
are not numerous; and, strange to Say, 
neither do they always favor candidates of 
their own social order; instead rather those 
of a class above them. Ceteris paribus the 
man of title—baronet or lord—stands a_bet- 
ter chance with them, aye, far better, than 
he who has no handle to his name. Richard 
Cobden, who represented one of these pie- 
bald county constituencies—the West Riding 
ot Yorkshire—said, and said justly, that in 
this regard society had nothing to fear from 
the encroachments of 2 as fre- 
side jealousies’’—his phrase, if | remember 
aright—would always restrainan undue in- 
trusion of the proletarian element into Par- 
liament, or other posts of honor. I had the 
honor of acquaintance with the at Apos- 
tle of Free Trade, and haw heard this from 
his own lips; words made public at the time. 
But though Was a quarter of a century 
ago, they still hold good; indeed, judging 
by the samples of 42 representa- 
tives sent to Parllamen 2 would seem to 
deserve holding good ese there have 
been three or four; and one of them Mac- 
donald, late deceased—actually counseled 
his constituency of coal-mivers to suspend 
work so that coal might become scarce and 
dear, and as a consequence their wages get 
raised! The man seriously and zealously 
promulgated this mischevious doctrine in 
speeches made all over the land; in direct 
violation of the best known and most uni- 
versally admitted principles of human econ- 
omy. ith such advocates the laboringman 
element in Parliamentis not likely to have 
increase; and do doubt 22 exam- 
ple will have done something to retard it. 

Just now another element is making at- 
tempt to gain a foothold within the same ex- 
al recinct—one more 9 to the sub- 
ject of this letter on rural life—the farmer 
element. The agricultural depression, giv- 
ing farmers a grievance, as already 
stated, also armed them with an amount of 

litical power; taking advantage of which 
our or five of them have been pitchforked 
into Parliament. Some of them tenant farm- 
ers, too. But neither has this experiment 
proved a brilliant success; instead rather a 
dull, disappoin failure.

On the day of it 
the roads leading to the poll centres will 
display trame of an unusual kind; omni- 
buses, flies, cabs, and even private carriages, 
all plastered over with posting bills, the 
color of the paper blue or yellow, accorduig 
to the politics of the candidate they are ply- 
ing for, all driven at furious speed and 
crammed with menin a high state of ex- 
citement. A stranger thus viewing them as 
they hasten toward the polling-place might 
suppose them madly eager to exercise their 
right of citizenship—that little and limited 
one allowed them—to elect a member of 
Parliament. But no, they are not coaching 
at their own expense, not a man of them. 
Nor when they arrived at the polling pre- 
cinct—town or village—will refreshments 
cost them anything. There they find tables 
spread and taverns running a free tap, no 
one exactly 333 who pays the shot. 
That is a secret of the electioneering agents, 
the lawyers engaged on each side, and the 
tavernkeepers; for all of whom it is a time 
of high jinks, a very harvest of prosperity. 
Nothing pleases them better than to hear of 
a Parliament being dissolved; for then all 
this nice profitable business Will have to be 
gone over again. 
Sometimes it does not end quite so 

bly; when the unsuccessful candidate thinks 
he can bring bribery home to the suecessful 
one. Then there is a petition to unseat the 
elected m ember, and a Commission of Inqui- 
ry appointed; whem nearly always it is 
found that there has been something more 
than a free carriage ride and a glass of 
beer at the bottom of it—in short, a money 
consideration given for the votes. At the 
last general election there was so much of 
this that scarce a constituency in the Kinz- 
dom escaped suspicion of hav been cor- 
rupted. And a large number of actual- 
ly were corrupted; so many and so scandal- 
ous the exposures, it was found necessary to 
send half a dozen of the wirepullers to pris- 
on. As many hundreds, equally guilty, might 
have been sent there; but the dozen 
wretched scapegoats were deemed valve 
enough to let off the steam-spurt of public 
indignation. Since then legislative action 
has been taken to prevent such als in 
the future; though it is not likely that will 
much avail ina land where the voter knows 
his vote to be scarce worth the casting. For 
if ever there was a myth or miscon in 
the world, it is that of England having a rep- 
resentative form of government, Thatit has 
nothing of the kind I will give proof in an- 
other article. g 


GEORGIA EDITORS. 


How a Quarrel of Theirs Was Settled 
Without Firearms. 

ATLANTA, Ga., July 12.—The undersigned, 
having voluntarily examined and considered 
the articles in the editorial columns of the 
Telegraph and Messenger and the Atlanta 
Constitution, which led to the hostile corre- 
spondence between Mr. A. R. Lamar, the 
editor of the former, and Mr. E. P. Howell, 
the managing editor of the latter, and hav- 
ing inspected the correspondence between 
those gentlemen touching said articles, we, 
with a view to bring about an amicable and 
honorable settlement of the misunderstand- 
ing between them, respectfully suggest the 
following as a proper and altogether honor- 
able basis of adjustment (simply premising 
that it can never be a reflection on the honor 
or courage of brave men to do right)—viz.: 

We think it was improper and inconsider- 
ate in Mr. Lamar to publish in the columns 
of the Telegraph and Messenger the state- 
ment that two prominent citizens of At- 
lanta“ had told him that they were deily 
expecting the Constitution to come out as 
an Independent or Republican sheet,“ and 
to accompany the statement with the ex- 
clamation: Georgi do you hear that of 
the immaculate and omnipotent organ!“ 

Considering the high character which the 
Constitution has long maintained as a lead- 
ing Democratic newspaper, and also the like 
high character borne by the Telegraph and 
Messenger, the pa ph referred to was 
not only well calculated to impair the stand- 
ing of the former with the party whose prin- 
ciples it advocates, but was an attack upon 
the consistency and sincerity of its editors, 
which could not be otherwise than offensive 
and irritating to them. 

We are satisfied that Mr. Lamar would not- 
when freed from the bias and heat of an ex, 
cited political campaign, have thus hastily 
and inconsiderately given publicity to a 
statement so calculated to injure and irritate 
the editors of the Constitution. We think, 
however, that Mr. Howell was both too hasty

Our conclusion is that Mr. Lamar should 
give expression to his regret that he pub- 
lished the paragraph reflec on the 8 
st it and acknowledge injustice of 
thus giving 1 and circula to re- 
ports injuriods to the standing and impugning 
the consistency of that paper and its editors;
